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We subjoin the article by ‘A Missionary,” to which allusion is made by the 
venerable Editor of the Gospel Messenger, in his remarks on the ‘'T'rials of Mis- 
sionaries,” which we copied in our last number. 

We commend this article to the careful perusal of our readers. We ask 
them, in thought, to place themselves by the side of the patient and laborious 
Missionary, who (as in this case) is toiling, and suffering much in the cause of 
his Master, inthe West. They will then be better able to appreciate his feelings, 
and to understand the spirit in which he writes. He wishes to upbraid no one. 
He only asks that due consideration may be given to the true situation and cir- 
cumstances of the Missionary, before words of distrust are written or uttered, 
which are too apt to be applied far more extensively than was intended, and to 
excite prejudices, which for years may not be removed. We believe, however, 
that even from this trial to the Missionary, good will result to the cause he loves. 
Already, we think, we can see the dawning of a brighterday. For many, re- 
minded of the injunction of their blessed Lord,—‘ Let your light so shine before 
men, that they may see your good works, and glorify your Father which is in 
Heaven,”’—are, by active deeds and renewed efforts in His cause, endeavoring 
to secure His approbation, to whom they must soon render an account. May 
He grant them patient, enduring, faithful bearts; and ‘strength according to their 
day.” Let them prove faithful, and generous hands and sympathising hearts 
will ere long aid them.— While the Lord of the vineyard ‘‘is not unrighteous, 
that He will forget their works and labor that proceedeth of love.” Let them 
carefully prepare the soil, plant, reap, and seek to gather in; and although they 
may be called hence, before they have done more than scatter “the good seed,” 
—and that, in sorrow—yet, ‘‘ They that sow in tears shall reap in joy; He that 
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now goeth on his way weeping, and beareth forth good seed, shall doubtless come 
again with joy, and bring his sheaves with him.” 

The cause of Missions is a noble and glorious work. It brought the Son of 
God from Heaven. He labored and He died in it ; and the record of His labors 
is presented to us, as the rule and measure of ourown. At what an immeasur- 
able distance do we “follow His steps,” “‘ who went about doing good;”’ seeking 
the lost; bringing the wanderer back to the fold; and as the ‘ good shepherd,”” 
‘ giving His life for the sheep.” 

This cause has engaged, and to the end of time will engage the highest ener- 
gies of Angels andof men. It is comprehensive, as His love, who freely gave 
His life’s blood to secure its blessings for all mankind ; and doubtless will ac- 
complish most for the welfare of our race, when the members of the Church shall, 
with vigor and united action, respond to the claims of the Domestic Field. And 
thus in their day, obey the injunction of their Lord—‘* That repentance and re- 
mission of sins should be preached in His name, among all nations—BEGINNING 
AT JERUSALEM.”

THE WESTERN MISSIONARY. 


Mr. Epitor :—If any class of meu deserve sympathy, I firmly believe it is 
that class who go forth as the true representatives of our (rue branch of the Cath- 
olic Church. Muchas has been written and said on the subject, little is yet 
known ; few, indeed, duly apprehend his situation, or appreciate his labors. 
Within the last year some one, probably through a misguided zeal, came forward 
in one of the secular papers of the day as an accuser of this class of his brethren. 
I say, “ his brethren,” for he professed to be a ‘* Protestant Episcopalian.” If from 
a brother, as it professed to be, how cruel was the blow! It is true, it was aimed 
at those under the jurisdiction of the North-Western Missionary Bishop, but it 
must fall more or less heavily on all. Besides, we know no more reason to ac- 
cuse them than others.—Opposed as we are to all ultraisms, we firmly believe 
them to be as worthy of confidence as any others—as far removed from the errors 
of Rome as from the dogmas of Geneva. 

Such articles, if from responsible individuals, are calculated to destroy all con- 
fidence—to set brother against brother, and bring down upon the heads of all, in 
wiid ruin, what has been reared by the prayers, the tears, the groans and votive 
offerings of thousands. Let such writers go to the fields where these missionaries 
labor! Let them gird on the armor and go forth to conquer. 

The missionary may be understood to often want the comforts, if not the abso- 
lute necessities of life, but it is forgotten that he labors mostly single-handed and 
alone. It is forgotten that he is destitute of the aids and helps of the parish 
minister of the East; it is forgotten that in him must be concentrated the Rector, 
the assistant minister, the superintendent, the catechist, the parish and Sunday 
school library ; and that as far as it concerns the true interests of the Church, he 
is often the wardens and vestrymen. 

‘The missionary, it should be remembered, has to oppose sin, “ to prepare the 
way of the Lord”’ and * make his paths straight.” But he often finds himself in 
a commercial town, where men are only eager to get gain; and that however li- 
beral they may be to build churches, it is but to enrich their town—to increase 
the price of property, and keep up a show of respect to Christianity. Their town 
becomes the idol, their property the all-absorbing thought, and woe to the poor 
missionary, if’ after he has seen wearisome days and nights, sacrificed the health 
of himself and wife, and the lives of his beloved children, he should lisp of the 
unhealthiness of the place. 

Let then Eastern Churchmen remember, and above all such as write for secular 
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papers about Western Missions, that while they are surrounded with peace, health 
and plenty, the Western Missionary may be watching over the pale, emaciated 
forms of his wife and children; that while their boards may be crowned with 
plenty, hts may present hardly sufficient to sustain life; that while they have 
sympathising friends, he is a lone man, ‘sworn to do his Master’s bidding ;”’ that 
he needs their prayers, their sympathy and kindly aid, both in encouraging words 


and benevolent acts.

Delaware 


Milford, Cedar Creek, and George- 
town—Rev. J. L. M‘Kim. 


*«*T must not omit, however, to add, 
that a more general attendance on ser- 
vices, and a more serious attention to 
the worship, mark an encouraging con- 
dition of things in these parishes.” 


North Carolina. 
Leaksville—Rev. J. R. Lee. 


‘‘T have been steadily engaged in my 
usual labors during the last six months, 
with the exception of two services on 
Suaoday morning; one in July, and one 
the Jast Sunday of September: both of 
which days I was unable to perform 
service, by reason of my own sickness. 
I failed to perform services at my distant 
afternoon appointments, for a number of 
times, by reason, sometimes of inabi- 
lity to undergo the fatigue of riding and 
holding service twice the same day; at 
several other times, from rains and high 
water. 

Owing to a fever, which has swept 
over this country, like a destroying 
angel, and which, first and last, has pros- 
trated, for a longer or shorter time, in 
some districts, almost the entire popu- 
lation, I have held no services for the 
negroes during the last three months. 
Amongst others, my own family has 
been most sorely afflicted. My whole 
family, except one white and one black 
servant, have been down with it, some 
for weeks after weeks,—some for a 
shorter period. I was taken extremely 
ill on the 24th day of September, and 
for ten days my life was in a state of 
vacillation between time and eternity. 
For several days, physicians and all 
gave up hopes, but by the blessing of 
God on the skilful administration of ap- 
propriate remedies, my constitution ral- 
lied, and I am now, (October 28th,) 


sitting up in bed, writing this report, 
with considerable difficulty. 

Mrs. Lee, who was my right arm in 
all things, and particularly as she con- 
tributed much to our support by teach- 
ing a school, was attacked on the night 
of the same day with myself, and on the 
last day of September was removed 
from the labors and sorrows of her 
earthly pilgrimage, to her rest in the 
bosom of her Saviour—a most sad and 
overpowering blow to me. 

When I shall be able to resume my 
labors, God only knows, fur recovery 
from this fever is slow and sometimes 
protracted to a length of time. But as 
soon as I am able, I will be up and 
doing. 

The Bishop was here on the third 
Sunday of this month, and confirmed 
one, of which report will be made in 
due time: I have reason to think there 
would have been several others, if they 
and [ had been well. 

1 can write no more.” 


PFAississippt. 
M‘ Caleb and Port Gibson—Rev. A. 
P. Merritu. 


‘« In accordance with the instructions 
of the Domestic Committee, as embo- 
died in their late circular, of July, I 
proceed to give you some account of my 
labors as Missionary in this section of 
the Lord’s vineyard. 

Since my last report (April 1st), I 
have officiated regularly every Sunday, 
with the exception of absence two Sun- 
days to attend the Convention, and one 
Sunday services were suspended on 
account of bad weather. My, labors 
have been distributed in nearly equal 
portions between Grand Gulf, eight 
miles north of this place, M‘Caleb’s 
settlement, fifteen miles east, and the 
colored congregation on Dr. M*Gruder’s 
plantation, three miles south. At pre- 
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sent, however, I visit, perform divine 
service, and preach to the people, at 
M'‘Caleb’s, once in two weeks, or half 
the time ; the other half I am dividing 
between Grand Gulf and Dr. M‘Gru- 
der’s. I am obliged to accommodate 
my appointments in some degree to the 
season of the year, the state of the roads, 
and other circumstances. For instance, 
to get to M‘Caleb’s, I have to cross a 
bayou, and some other creeks, which 
are sometimes impassable after heavy 
rains, such as we have in winter ; and 
nearly half of my congregation have to 
cross another creek, or bayou, to get to 
the church. Under such circumstances, 
you need not wonder if we sometimes 
have very small congreyvations. On one 
occasion, a few weeks ago, after consid- 
erable exertion to get to the neighborhood 
on Saturday evening, we came to a 
creek, which, on account of the heavy 
rain, liad become swimming deep, and 
could not be passed without risk of life ; 
we turned back a mile to a plantation 
in the vicinity, where the kind people, 
though not attendants at church, re- 
ceived us (myself and wife) hospitably 
for the night. On Sunday morning we 
pushed forward to the church, but met 
some of the congregation, who were re- 
turning, and who assured us there was 
no possibility of getting to the church. 
So we had our fifieen miles of travel 
through the mud and rain for nothing, 
at least so far as divine worship was 
concerned. [ trust, however, that the 
lesson of perseverance, in a determined 
effort to overcome difficulties, was not 
without its good effect upon the congre- 
gation. 

The parish has about a dozen com- 
municants, and is progressing well. 
They have a comfortable church and 
parsonage, on a glebe of twenty acres, 
and are anxious to have a clergyman 
settle among them, and occupy their 
parsonage-house. I have received a 
pressing solicitation to do so, but as yet 
have not, for several reasons, thought it 
expedient to change my present loca- 
tion. One reason is, that the position I 
now occupy is somewhat central be- 
tween the several points, and aremoval 
to M‘Caleb’s would throw me too far on 
one side, to allow me to operate at the 
other points. Our people there are 
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much interested in the welfare and pros- 
perity of the parish, and are very regu- 
lar in their attendance on the ministra- 
tions of the Gospel. ‘They wish to ob- 
tain a. small organ for their church, one 
that will cost not. much, if any, over 
$150. They have now no instrument 
of sacred music, and find it very diffi- 
cult.to conduct singing. The impres- 
sion is, that if we could procure an or- 
gan, (even though a small one,) it would 
not only be a point around which a re- 
gular choir could rally, but also, by add- 
ing greatly to the interest and beauty 
of our worship, tend to the increase of 
the congregation. 

At Grand Gulf our prospects are not 
very encouraging. We have no house 
of worship, and our people are too poor 
to build one. We have a temporary 
room rented and fitted up, entirely, [ 
believe, at the expense of one individual. 
It is not very convenient, but it is the 
best we can do. I have no doubt that 
we should have a much larger congre- 
gation than we have now, if we hada 
good house of worship ; but for myself 
I see no way to obtain one. The gene- 
ral wealth of this country is much over- 
rated by those at a distance. The peo- 
ple are much involved in debt; and 
what wealth there is in the country, is 
very far from being sanctified to God 
and his religion. People will spend 
money for almost anything else rather 
than the cause of Christ ; and I am re- 
luctantly compelled, though ashamed, 
to say, this is the case with many ‘ who 
profess and call themselves Christians.’’ 
Our people here, with a few exceptions, 
are in moderate circumstances, and are 
able to do but little, either for building 
churches, or the support of the Gospel. 
Hence, with the exception of a few of 
the large towns on the river, (where 
alone it may be said the clergy are 
respectably supported,) the Gospel can- 
not be sustained, unless the clergyman 
has some other dependence besides the 
Missionary stipend, or the contributions 
of the people, as the expense of living 
with a family in this country is very 
high. With the most rigid economy, 
amounting sometimes almost to parsi- 
mony, I cannot get along on less than 
$600 perannum. Besides the Mission- 
ary stipend, the people in the several 
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parishes to whom I have regularly mi- 
nistered, have paid me for preaching 
exactly $150 during the three years, 
now nearly expired, of my ministry 
among them, averaging $50 per year. 
You and the Committee can judge for 
yourselves, how long it is practicable to 
occupy the Missionary field under such 
circumstances. The school of girls 
taught by myselfand wife, has been our 
principal dependence. This, by the 
blessing of God, has sustained us hi- 
therto ; but how long we may depend 
upon such providential success, we can- 
not tell, as there are five schools in this 
little village, and we cannot reasonably 
expect more than our proportional share 
of the patronage. I have hardly faith 
to believe that it will be practicable for 
us to occupy this field even a year 
longer, unless God, in his wisdom and 
mercy, shall either open the hearts of 
his people, or devise some other plan for 
the sustaining of his Church. It is of 
very little use for the poor Missionary to 
complain. Complaints, like a bundle 
of dead letters in the General Post- 
Office, are soon turned over to the care- 
less glance of those who neither know 
their importance, or care for their con- 
tents. So he is left to struggle on, un- 
cared for oftentimes by those on whom 
he has cast himself for sympathy and 
aid ; and when he can hold out no long- 
er, is compelled to abandon the field. 
Among the many other wants of this 
destitute region,—destitute, I mean, of 
love and zeal for Christ and his Church, 
and of almost all that regards the wel- 
fare of immortal souls,—I will mention 
one more, and then close. Books !— 
Books! We want books of the right 
sort, to aid in diffusing among the peo- 
ple a taste for a Christian literature, 
and, at the same time, a knowledge of 
our holy religion, and of the distinctive 
principles of Chrisv’s Church, as the 
witness and keeper of holy writ, and 
the pillar and ground of the. truth. 
When I was at the north, two years 
ago, I bought about $20 worth of books, 
which was all the money I could possi- 
bly spare, consistently with other wants. 
These I have loaned, until some of 
them are considerably defaced and worn. 
Nevertheless, I keep them, and what 
few tracts I have, in motion. Every 
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clergyman needs two libraries, or two 
sets of books,—one for his own use, and 
one for his neighbors ; for this is a great 
country for borrowing, and, | may add, 
alas! for the lender, if he is so poor as 
to own but one set—for the art of book- 
keeping is well understood here. Have 
we not some wealthy friends in New 
York, whose shelves are groaning under 
the load of books which they have read 
Sor the last time, and which might be 
made eminently useful for circulation 
here? Might not a box of books be 
made up by those who would never feel 
a cent the poorer for il, either for a parish 
library, of which we have two little ones 
just commenced, or else for the library 
of your Missionary, just as the contri- 
butors shall choose ? In either case 
they would do good, and be well used, 
as a clergyman’s library here is gene- 
rally considered public property. If 
you could only witness the amount of 
literary trash which every year floods 
this country, in the shape of cheap no- 
vels and fictions, turned out by the wa- 
gon-load from the steam-power presses 
in our northern cities, constantly to ex- 
ert their corrupting and baneful influ- 
ence upon the minds of the youth of this 
country, you would not wonder that I 
have made the above importunate re- 
quest, so that, if possible, some influence 
may be exerted by pious, Christian 
people at the north, to counteract, if 
possible, the doings of their unprinci- 
pled neighbors, many of whom care 
not how much corruption they sow 
around them, only so they can make 
money by it. But I must close, having 
considerably exceeded my limits ; for I 
did not think of filling more than one 
sheet when I commenced ; but I believe 
Icould fill halfadozen in describing the 
prospects of the Missionary here, did 
my limits permit.” 


Washington and Woodville — Rev. 


W. M. Gites. 

“Owing to the distance of the sta- 
tions apart, forty-three and a half miles, 
your Missionary bas spent much time 
on the road in travelling ; the heat, too, 
of the summer, has necessarily made 
him lengthen his time in journeying, 
not to mention the fact of his generally 
feeble health. 
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The village of Washington is so 
small, and moreover, the facts of its 
steadily declining, and that the ground 
is almost wholly occupied by various 
denominations, that I think there is no 
prospect of permanently establishing 
the Church here. * * * 

Your Missionary has been almost 
altogether confined to the pulpit, the 
writing-desk, and the road, and has 
had but little time for other matters 
parochial. By conversation and by 
distributing prayer-books and many 
thousand pages of tracts, he trusts he 
has done something to make known 
the benefits and doctrines of Christ and 
his Church. May God bless what 
has been done in accordance with His 
will, and pardon what has been con- 
ceived or executed amiss.” 


Loutsiana. 
Natchitoches—Rev. E. Guion. 


‘« Since my last report I have been en- 
gaged in the duties of my Mission, with 
but little interruption. My field, which 
heretofore was from seventy to eighty 
miles in length by land, and over one 
hundred by water, has recently been 
extended some thirty-five or forty miles 
to a point which I have several times 
visited for the purpose of holding ser- 
vice, where our Church was before 
but very little known. Several per- 
sons reside there who were brought 
up in the Church, but have united 
themselves to the Methodists. They 
seem anxious to return to the bosom of 
their Mother, and I could not withstand 
the solicitations that were made to hold 
occasional services there. At a point 
more than twenty-five miles farther on, 
at the other end of my route, after re- 
peated invitations, I have fixed a da 
for holding a service. If I should be 
able to fulfil this engagement, it will 
thus be perceived that the distance by 
land, between the two extremities of my 
route, will be about one hundred and 
thirty-five miles, and this journey I 
shall be expected to perform monthly, 
mostly on horseback, with a horse 
hired ofientimes at my own expense, 
this being all Missionary ground, and 
but few seeming to think of the expense 
the Missionary is at. 
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I think, if it were possible for those at 
the eastward who feel interested in the 
success of the Church at the west, 
to see me on my journeyings and 
wanderings through the woods and 
swamps, now exposed to the drenching 
rain, and again almost fainting under 
the burning heat of a nearly vertical 
sun; that some active and efficient 
measures would be speedily adopted to 
relieve me of a portion of this burden, 
by sending out two or three additional 
Missionaries well supplied with bibles, 
prayer-books, and tracts, and with a 
support suited to the expensive nature 
of Missions in this part of the country. 

But [ cannot expect to awaken the 
attention and feelings of our people to- 
wards this subject as I might desire. 
The pen is an instrument altogether 
too feeble for this purpose, and I there- 
fore feel content to go on in the dis- 
charge of those duties which God in 
his Providence has assigned me, trust- 
ing that my labor is not altogether in 
vain, and that through my humble 
instrumentality, some souls may be 
brought toa knowledge and obedience 
of the truth as it is in Jesus. 

For the first time during my resi- 
dence of nearly two years at this sta- 
tion, I have been ill of the fever, having 
had two severe attacks during this 
month; once in the early part of it, 
while at home; and again within the 
past week, while many miles away 
from my family. From the latter at- 
tack 1 am now just recovering, and in 
both cases I have great reason to be 
thankful for the kindness and attention 
received, which greatly mitigated my 
condition and aided in my recovery. 

I am now fifty miles away from 
home, but hope by moderate riding in 
the cool of the day to reach there by to- 
morrow night. 

Our prospects for the erection of 
church edifices at two different places 
have been almost entirely blasted by 
the destruction of the cotton crop by 
the caterpillar. People in this part of 
the country have suffered so much from 
various dispensations of Providence, 
within the last few years, that instead 
of waiting for ‘* prosperous times,” in 
which to erect altars and temples to the 
honor and glory of God, I trust they 
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will see the necessity of first “* honoring 
the Lord with their substance,” before 
they can expect to be honored and 
blessed of Him. But it is difficult to 
make them understand this philosophy, 
notwithstanding the distinctness with 
which others can behold the finger of 
God in their visitations. Their late 
misfortune is proof that the Lord has 
not yet given them up, and it is there- 
fore not proper that his servant should 
yet despair.” 


Tennessee. 
Bolivar—Rev. D. Steruens, D. D. 


«Our church edifice was consecrated 
on the 26th June. I am truly thank- 
ful to the great Head of the Church, 
that I have lived long enough to see 
this ceremony consummated. My health 
is feeble, my sight becoming more dim. 
I took a recess of two months in mid- 
summer by permission of Bishop Otey. 
{ am going in my seventieth year, 
which is a considerable age for this 
sickly climate.” 


Hentucky, 

Bowling Green—Rev. W. D. Har- 
Low. 

‘« Above you have the numerical re- 
port of this parish for the last six months. 
And as on other occasions, when called 
upon to give the results of my labors to 
the Society, I feel humbled that they 
are sosmall. To write down the fruits 
of my work after six months have 
elapsed, they appear but as nothing, 
when put in figures; and I should in- 
deed be discouraged, did I not remem- 
ber that, though a Paul may plant, and 
an Apollos water, it is God only who 
ean give the increase. But when I re- 
member the circumstances by which I 
am surrounded, I think that | ought not 
to despair. 

The other religious denominations 
have been established here for twenty 
or thirty years. They have conse- 
quently engrossed nearly the whole 
population of the place; and what few 
they have not in actual communion, 
are, nevertheless, instilled with their 
distinclive principles; so that there isa 
general prejudice against us of new 
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forms, who have come in at the eleventh 
hour. Under this state of affairs, we 
all realize a remark of our good and in- 
defatigable Bishop: that the establish- 
ing of our Church in such places as 
this, is not the work of one year, or two, 
but of an age.”

Racoon—Rev. ABRAHAM EpWwarpDs. 


“The Missionary reports to the 
Committee, that no material change 
has taken place for the last twelve 
months. The people of this station 
seem to be very lukewarm and dead 
to spiritual things, but alive to the 
things of this present evil world. Un- 
less the great Head of the Church will 
revive us with the influences of his Holy 
Spirit this coming year, so as to awaken 
us to a sense of our duty towards God 
and towards men, the present Missionary 
will be constrained to abandon this sta- 
tion, owing to his poverty.” 


Dresden and Madison—Rev. G. B. 
STURGES. 

‘¢ There bas been but little apparent 
change in my Mission field since my 
last report. Some few have been added 
to the Church; and at Mill Creek, re- 
pairs have been made upon the old log 
church edifice, which add much to its 
comfort and convenience. 

There has been a great deal of sick- 
ness at Dresden during the last two 
months, which has almost exclusively 
occupied the attention of the people, and 
prevented any motion towards church 
building. 

I have suffered much from sickness,, 
both in my person and family, during 
the last six weeks. I was enabled, 
however, to resume my Missionary 
work last Sunday, at Madison. 

I find that my field is too large,—my 
time and strength are not sufficient to 
answer the calls made upon me for the 
services of our Church, and the preach- 
ing of the Word. My charge extends 
over a tract of country some forty miles 
long, by thirty miles broad, including 
all of Coshocton county, with parts of 
Muskingum, Holmes, and Guernsey 
counties. I am the only Minister of 
our Church who officiates, regularly, in 
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either of these counties, except Mus- 
kingum. Were the means of the Com- 
mittee abundant, I should say to them, 
send an additional Missionary to this 
field, and let him be properly supported, 
and the Church will be instrumental, 
under God, of doing more than four-fold 
the good here that sbe is now doing. 
The Lord works by means well and 
faithfully employed. But with the in- 
adequate support which I receive, and, 
consequently, hindered as [ am in my 
proper work by pecuniary embarrass- 
ment and want, and limited as are the 
means of the Committee, it would be 
better to ask them to do all that they 
can towards giving their Missionary al- 
ready here a reasonable salary,—to en- 
deavor to raise him above those diffi- 
cult circumstances that now oppress 
him, aad give him far more freedom of 
mind and body to devote to the Master's 
work, and so to make him the instru- 
ment of much greater good to this peo- 
ple, than he can be under existing cir- 
cumstances. 

Ido not wish to complain, although 
we are often without the common com- 
forts of life, and frequently have bills 
presented which we are unable to pay, 
when they should be paid, and fear that 
our character, and the character of the 
Church, suffer thereby. But I do wish 
to assure the Committee, that the salary 
of their Missionary in this extensive field 
must be doubled, in order to his being as 
useful as he may be, or as they expect 
him to be.” 


Lower Sandusky—Rev. H. Hous. 

The Missionary resigned this Station 
on the first of Juty, nothing worthy of 
special notice having occurred between 
the April report and that date.

* Indianapolis—Rev. 8S. L. Jounson. 

‘““T am rejoiced to say that pros- 
pects have been much more eneourag- 
ing of late than heretofore. Indeed, I 
had well nigh begun to despair; and 
yet I have met with nogreater difficulty 
than I anticipated when I took charge 
of the station. From a flourishing pa- 
rish it has dwindled down, by being de- 
prived of services, to a congregation of 
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twenty or thirty; and, in the mean 
time, the ground has become fully oecu- 
pied. For several years the Church 
has met with systematic and combined 
opposition ; and all that could be ex pect- 
ed, for a season, was, that it should be 
sustained. [| trust the time has now 
come when it will begin to increase in 
numbers and strength. Still, it gathers 
only of the poor. The whole weight of 
supporting the Church here falls upon 
some five or six individuals, and they 
are not wealthy. They are willing, 
and doall that they are able. But, un- 
fortunately, they have a debt of six hun- 
dred or more dollars to pay for- the 
Church. We hope to get it paid ina 
year or two, after which the parish will 
be able to do much more towards sup- 
porting itself, and will eventually aid 
others cheerfully. The wardens and 
vestrymen have solicited the same aid 
as heretofore. I trust it will be granted. 
$450 is a sntall salary for such a place 
as this. I know it is not in the power 
of the Committee to say what money 
shall be given, and here we have alk 
confidence to believe that they do the 
best that they are able to do, with the 
means given them. We live in hope 
that your fostering care will be continu- 
ed, for by it alone are we able to get 
along, and the station is too important 
to think of its being relinquished ; and, 
I assure you, every effort will be made 
to become self-supporting as soon as 
possible. 

I see there is scarcely room to hope 
that the sum now due can be readily 
forwarded, from the emptiness of the 
treasury, and yetit is sadly needed. 
Tis impossible to live without getting 
in debt, when salaries are not paid 
punctual ; and, of all the troubles which 
a poor minister encounters, that of debt 
is the most perplexing. I doubt very 
much whether any Missionary in these 
Western States receives much money 
for his ministerial services, save what 
comes from the Committee.” 


Jeffersonville—Rev. C. H. Pacer. 

“The Minister has to lament that the 
Church has sustained a heavy calamity 
by the death of one very devoted and 
exemplary lady, and by the removal of 
three families; but he prays that yet 
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more friends will be raised up, and that 
there will be no serious decline. The 
instability of the population in the small 
Tiver towns presents one formidable ob- 
stacle to permanent increase. He has 
visited Charlestown, the county-seat of 
Clarke, which contains about twelve 
hundred people. Here he preached 
twice to attentive congregations ; found 
several individuals who had _ been 
brought up in the Church, and the re- 
sponses were well made. To pay the 
debt owing for purchase of lot, he has 
raised, by subscription, one hundred 
and eight dollars.” 


Lawrenceburg—Rerv. T. B. Farr- 
CHILD. 


‘* The time being near at hand when 
our semi-annual returns must be made, 
I proceed to give such a report as shall 
place the state of affairs in such a light 
that it may be seen the funds of the 
Church have not been misapplied. The 
first services were held in 1839, Rev. 
Mr. Pitkin, then in deacon’s orders, be- 
ing the missionary. During the year 
of Mr. Pitkin’s ministry, the services 
were held in three different places ; but 
towards the close of it, a long, narrow 
room was fitted up in the second story 
of a store, which has been used from 
that time to the present. The number 
of communicants increased from three 
to eight persons. He was succeeded by 
Rev. Mr. Prindle, whose death at the 
close of the year left them vacant. 
Death and removals now reduced the 
number of communicants toone. For 
three years the parish remained vacant, 
and its name was not even mentioned 
in the journals of the Diocesan Conven- 
tion. The return of two families, and the 
removal from the East of two more, led 
tothe appointment of Rev. Mr. 'l'read- 
way,in 1844. The resuscitation of the 
parish proved a difficult work, and af- 
ter a residence of eight months, he re- 
turned again tothe East. After another 
vacancy of five months, the present in- 
cumbent entered upon the duties of the 
parish, finding seven communicants. 
Since that time, six have been added by 
removal, and one has died, leaving the 
present numbertwelve. Thus, although 
services were held, and a parish organ- 
ized in 1839, it is really but two years 
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old, baving become entirely extinct. 
The difficulty in such a case must he 
seen to be far greater than upon a first 
trial. The unpleasantness of our place 
of worship has also been very much 
against us, and being homeless, we could 
not expect to find much favor in the 
eyes of those who had no particular 
choice. Since the resuscitation of the 
parish, an organ of very sweet tone has 
been procured and paid for. Steps 
were also taken, last winter, to build a 
house, but we failed in getting a title to 
the lot we anticipated, and were obliged 
to put it off. In June last, a lot was 
obtained in acentral position, and mo- 
ney raised to the amount of $1200. and 
now we have a neat brick church ready 
for plastering, capable of seating 220 
persons with ease, and we hope to be 
able to commence our services in it by 
the middle of next month. When this 
is accomplished, we hope to have a 
large accession to our congregation. 

During the ten months since the com- 
mencement of my labors in the parish, 
they have raised for other purposes as 
follows: viz., Minister’s salary, room 
rent, &c. $350 ; Domestic Missions $5; 
Diocesan do. $22 02; Sunday school 
$14; Bp. White Pr. B. Soc. $6 20; 
Balance on organ $30; Young men, for 
another stop for organ, $35; Ladies, to- 
wards a bell, $40; Diocesan fund $4; 
making in all, $506 22, besides lights 
and fuel. 

All this, you may be assured, has not 
been done without great sacrifices on 
the part of every member of the Church, 
and could not be continued another 
year; but they confidently hope, after 
exerting themselves to such a degree, to 
provide for their necessities, to enjoy the 
aid of the Cnurch till they shall be able 
to do without it, which will be as soon 
as possible. 

The Missionary has been obliged to 
occupy the relation of architect, and one 
of the building committee to the Church, 
and consequently has had his head and 
hands fully engaged. He has preached 
regularly every Sabbath, and occasion- 
ally during the week ; but on account 
of the excessive heat of the weather, it 
has been thought best to dispense with 
weekly services tll we get into our new 
church. He has also preached twice 
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in other places, presented one for confir- 
mation, and buried one communicant 
and one infant. He has also catechized 
the children three times. 

If I have not mistaken the meaning 
of your circular, a general report em- 
bracing all points is not desired except 
on the first of April. If Iam, the other 
items can be supplied by my previous 
report. The present mode, I thought 
preferable to a bare recital of statistics. 

Your circular calls for ‘*facts to in- 
form and quicken the Church;” here 
then I present the case ofa feeble church, 
whose average number of communi- 
cants has not been over nine, raising 
over $1700 in less than ten months, 
and yet not one of them has any de- 
pendence for his daily bread, except his 
industry in the trade or profession which 
he follows. You may also see in this 
parish a weekly meeting of five or six 
females, for the purpose of procuring, 
with the avails of their labor, a bell to 
call the people up to the house of God. 
It is usually the case, that when public 
parishes build churches in country 
towns, that others join in the good work, 
but in the present case they have not 
received $50 from all the members of 
the different denominations. The Meth- 
odists having a house under way, has 
cut us off from many donations, which 
we might otherwise have obtained. 
Could Christians at the East see the va- 
rious influences which are at work in 
the West, they could not withhold their 
sympathy and co-operation. Popery, 
Millerism, and every other form of su- 
perstition, finds a ready soil, and springs 
up to yield a harvest afier its kind. A 
system of new measures has also been 
extensively used in this region, very 
much to the injury of True Religion. 
Almost every person in this town has 
at some time been a member of some 
of the denominations, some two, or 
three, or even four times, and yet not 
one eighth of the whole population are 
regular attendants upon any place of 
worship. Can there be anything fur- 
ther said, to show the necessity of main- 
taining some better system; and is it to 
be wondered at, that infidelity is so a- 
bundant? You hear of the rapid growth 
and prosperity of the West—do not for- 
get that the luxuriant growth of vege- 
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tation, which is common in the West, 
is but an emblem of the rapid growth 
of infidelity and irreligion. We call 
upon you, as cilizens, as well as Chris- 
tians, to save your country, and prepare 
the millions, who flood the great valley 
of the West, to exercise their privileges 
to the honor of God, and the good of 
maa.” 


Madison—Rev. J. L. Harrison. 


“ An attempt is now making to col- 
lect funds to erect a church edifice at 
this station, which will, I hope, be 
crowned with success; for it isabsolutely 
necessary that a church should be erect- 
ed here, as it is impossible to collect a 
congregation worthy of the name, in 
‘an upper room,’ of very limited di- 
mensions. The members of the Church 
and those who have a decided prefer- 
ence for the services will attend; and 
these, together, make up a congrega- 
tion of sixty or eighty persons; but 
they who are indifferent to the Church, 
prefer attending the services of some of 
the various sectarians, because they can 
be betteraccommodated. We hold our 
own, however, and the prospect of. 
eventual success is decidedly encour- 
aging. On the first Sunday in this 
month there were twenty persons who 
partook of the Holy Communion; and 
if all our members had been present, 
the number would have amounted to 
nearly thirty. 

There are families here to my know- 
ledge who would give a decided prefer- 
ence to the services of the Church, and 
train up their children in our commun- 
ion, who will not attend the worship of 
the Church now, because the room is 
small, in summer extremely warm and 
unpleasant, and in the winter it is kept 
warm with great difficulty. How long 
this state of things will be suffered to 
exist by the Church, I know not. Ican, 
however, say with truth, that the door 
18 now open here for the Church to 
enter, and the people are anxious to do 
what they can to erect a church edifice. 
They, however, need assistance, and 
that assistance must be obtained or the 
work cannot possibly succeed. I wish 
to obtain some prayer-books of large 
and small print, and some tracts and 
books for the Sunday school.”

Mishawaka and Bristol—Rev. B. 
Hatstep. 


‘“ As my last Report embraced my 
services at Fort Wayne up to Easter- 
day, inclusive, the present begins with 
my first services here on the Sunday 
afer. On arriving here, I found all the 
members of the little flock, left by my 
predecessor just a year before, remain- 
ing-steadfast in their attachment to the 
Church, and ready to unite again in her 
worship and ordinances with joyful 
hearts. We cannot expect, however, 
that the increase of the Church in this 
place will be rapid, as sects of various 
kinds have been making constant pro- 
gress, while his Church, deprived during 
long intervals of her divinely authorized 
ministrations, has only had strength to 
sit still, without ability toadvance. But 
however “cast down,’’ she has * not 
been destroyed.’”?” And we have great 
cause for thankfulness and encourage- 
ment in the increase which has already 
been received, and in our prospects. 

During the past summer [ have been 
much interrupted in my duties by sick- 
hess, and am now but partially reco- 
vered from my third attack of bilious 
fever. Last Sunday I was enabled, 
through the goodness of God, to resume 
my regular duties, though I am by no 
means well. 

As our Sunday school has been in ope- 
ration but a short time,—during which 
there has been much sickness in town, 
and not yet settled,—I have been obliged 
to omit statistics respecting it. We have 
just procured from New-York a library 
for the children, of more than seventy 
volumes, besides books of instruction. 

At Bristol, the prospects of the Church 
are encouraging. They are making 
progress with the building, and hope to 
have it enclosed before winter. When 
completed, there is good prospect that 
our congregations will be larger, as it 
will be the only house of worship in the 
place, and the school-house, now used 
by us alternately with the sects, is ren- 
dered very uncomfortable by the ar- 
rangements of the seats, as well as being 
very small. Here we have no Sunday 
school for want of a proper room, the 
school-house being occupied for this 
purpose by the Methodists. 
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At Lima, 40 miles east of Misha- 
waka, I have officiated several times 
during the summer, and on the Twelfth 
Sunday after Trinity administered the 
Holy Communion. The hope is enter- 
tained that we shall soon organize a 
parish there, and have a neat church, 
built by the people themselves. By the 
aid of two or three brethren, some of 
whom live at much greater distances 
from the place than myself, we hope 
to keep up monthly services until some 
better way can be provided for their 
supply. 

This is a small though flourishing 
town, situated in the midst of a beautiful 
and well improved country. Its fine 
water privileges are now being improved 
by the erection of additional mills, and 
extensive iron works are in contempla- 
tion, to be in operation soon. These 
establishments will no doubt add much 
to the size and importance of the place, 
and render it highly desirable that the 
Church should be established there at 
once. The people, themselves, are 
anxious to enjoy its ministrations, and 
will exert themselves nobly if there 
is any prospect that they can be sup- 
plied withaclergyman. Circumstances, 
which I cannot mention here, render the 
present time peculiarly favorable for 
the planting of the Church in this beau- 
tiful and healthy spot: to this end we 
shall make an earnest effort, trusting in 
the Divine Head of the Church to crown 
it with success. 

Besides the services reported in the 
above statistics, Bishop Kemper, on his 
way seuth, preached twice on Ascension 
Day, and at his visitation of the parish, 
in July, he spent three days and preach- 
ed five times: on one of these occasions 
Rev. Mr. Engle, of Niles, Mich., read 
prayers. From this place the Bishop 
went to Bristol and Lima, at each of 
which he read prayers and preached 
twice, being prevented myself from as- 
sisting in the services by a severe cold. 
Returning to this place, we were met by 
the Rev. Mr. Manney, who came to 
take the Bishop to Michigan City. He 
also favored us by performing divine 
service and preaching, 

I regret to say that the Bishop was 
quite indisposed at Lima, after his ser- 
vices, and here was so much worse, that 
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medical aid was called, and he was de- 
tained one day. He left us, however, 
appearing much better, and in bis usual 
fine spirits.” 


New Albany—Rev. W.P. Saun- 
DERS. 

The Missionary lately at this Sta- 
tion, has been recently appointed to 
Little Rock, Ark. Of the scene of his 
former labors, he thus reports— 


‘* The prospects of this parish have 
brightened a little since the last semi- 
annual report. There has beena small 
confirmation, and a family or two have 
been added to the attendance ; so that, 
but for the loss, by removal from the 
city, of some valuable members, the 
Church would be in a better condition 
than formerly. Surely, when the state 
of things is considered, it will be ad- 
mitted, that the little body of Episcopa- 
lians here are entitled to much credit 
and sympathy. Itis not surprising that 
at times they should murmur,—they 
need solace and encouragement from 
brethren united in the same Christian 
bonds. It is to be borne in mind, that 
those very persons who have contributed 
liberally towards the erection of the 
building, and are already creditors, are 
the ones who have chiefly to support the 
ministrations of the sanctuary, and to 
meet the payment of bank instalments. 
May the Lord reward these faithful 
men for their sacrifices and labors in 
laying the foundation of his Church, 
where, in times tocome. at least, it will, 
undoubtedly, rise in full beauty, diffus- 
ing rich blessings around. May they 
live to see a brighter day !_ Now, hav- 
ing struggled so far through formidable 
difficulties, they will not, [ am confi- 
dent, halt in the good work. The inte- 
rior of the building has been much im- 
proved, through the exertions of the la- 
dies ; and it is due them to state, that a 
year ago they paid a considerable debt 
by a fair and concert, gotten up in supe- 
rior style, with the aid of some friends 
in Louisville. It is with deep regret 
that I resign this charge: 1 need relief. 
The beautiful location of the city, its 
size, future prospects, and vicinity to 
Louisville, make it a desirable point ot 
occupation. The congregation will 
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soon, I trust, secure a minister suited te 
their worth and intelligence. The ves- 
try were pleased to pass resolutions 
commending my poor services, and at- 
testing that 1 had ‘ efficiently, faith- 
fully, and zealously’ discharged my 
duties. May the Lord bless and save 
this little flock, to whom I have been 
privileged to break the bread of life, for 
Christ’s sake.” 


Peru—Rev. F. C. Brown. 


«Tt will be perceived that [ have been 
absent from the Station nearly two 
months, for which, in any ordinary case 
of absence, I should claim nothing. 
But as for the most of that period, and 
ever since, I have been enduring the 
Western sickness, (and my wife has 
more severely felt it than TI have,) may 
I not expect that the Domestic Com- 
mittee will take it into consideration in 
making up my accounts. 1 went back 
to the Station, and remained most of the 
month of October, but was only able to 
preach once. ‘The disease has got tho- 
roughly into the system ; and how soon 
we may get rid of it I know not. 

I am here in Rochester now, and 
shall be anxious to receive from the 
Treasurer what little there is due to me, 
in order tosupport my current expenses. 

I was promised an outfit. if | would 
go West; and, after arriving there, Bp. 
Kemper wrote me that my _ stipend 
should be at the rate of $250 a year, 
which was paid me for one quarter only 
—up to April lst. As my calculations 
were based upon those promises, if they 
are not fulfilled, it will cause me em- 
barrassment. 

Under the new arrangement between 
the Committee and the western Bishops, 
I am not certain how resignations should 
be made, unless to the Bishops. If 
otherwise, I desire to resign my place’ 
from Nov. Ist, to the Committee. I 
have served them nearly a year, during 
which time, notwithstanding two 
months’ sickness, I have read prayers 
more than one hundred and thirty times 
and preached one hundred and twenty 
times for the benefit of the Church in 
the West. May God have mercy upon 
the imperfect manner in which they 
have been performed, and graciously 
accept them, for the Redeemer’s sake. 
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We are instruments in his hand, and it 
is a privilege to be allowed to lay one 
stone in that mighty spiritual temple 
which he is building up in our country. 
Other ages will behold it in its glorious 
beauty, and praise its Builder and King; 
but to us it is only viewed in prospect. 
We see not the fruit of our labors. We 
can only suffer, and pray, and perish, 
for the good cause of our God. But, 
then, there is one consolation, ‘ He that 
goeth on his way weeping, and beareth 
forth good seed, shall doubtless come 
again with joy; and bring,’ &c.” 
Richmond—Rev. G. Fiske. 


“Our congregation is considerably 
larger than last winter, our communi- 
cants are increasing, and we have a 
small number of candidates preparing 
for confirmation next year. Every 
day adds somebody to the strength of 
my hopes, and is a means of inspiring 
me with greater confidence in our 
Good Shepherd.” 


Terre Haute—Rev. R. B. Croes. 


‘From the ‘ Circular’ which I have 
received, I infer that no ‘statistical re- 
turn’ will be required until April, 1847, 
and that am now merely to make ‘such 
statements as may inform and quicken 
the Church.’ 

Since I made my last semi-annual 
report, nothing of particular interest has 
occurred within the limits of my Mis- 
sion. Services have been generally 
held in Terre Haute twice on Sundays; 
and on Wednesdays, with few excep- 
tions, the Evening-Service has been 
celebrated. On the 5th, 7th, and 8th 
of June, the Bishop in charge of the 
Diocese of Indiana officiated here five 
times. I have preached twice in La 
Fayette, once in Indianapolis, once at 
Bloomfield, Green county, twice at 
Point Commerce, and once at a private 
house in the same county. In company 
with Bishop Kemper I have visited 
Crawfordsville and Rockville, on which 
occasions religious services were held. 
In this section of the country I think 
that an itinerant Missionary is needed. 
Iam persuaded, too, that a parochial 
school could be established with ad- 
vantage to the Church, if the funds 
requisite to procure a suitable building 
(say from $1200 to $1500) were at 
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hand. To say much in few words, 
money, money consecrated to the Lord, 
is one of the things which seems neces- 
sary to the growth of the Church in 
Indiana; and if this short ‘statement? 
should have the effect of ‘quickening’ 
any member of the Church, and in- 
ducing him or her to * lend to the Lord’ 
with more freedom than heretofore, the 
Missionary will not have written his 
report in vain.” 


Vincennes—Rev. B. B. Kinuiketry, 
D.D: 


“The Missionary deeply regrets to 
state, that he finds himself under the 
painful necessity of again resigning the 
charge of St. James’ Church, Vincen- 
nes. He has been obliged to devote 
seven hours per diem, for five days in 
the week, to a day-school, principally 
as a means of support for his family, the 
vestry not being able, from various 
causes, to make up the amount pledged 
annually,—say $250. The fraction of 
time left to be devoted to ministerial la- 
bor, is found wholly insufficient. The 
Missionary therefore seeks a_ station 
(and he thinks has found one) where 
competent provision being made for his 
family, under aid from the Domestic 
Committee of the Board of Missions, he 
hopes to give his whole time to the work 
before him. 

The station alluded to is St. Mary’s 
Church, Delphi, which, with the young 
but growing town of Pittsburgh, a mile 
or two distant, and the rich agricultural 
country around, will, it is thought, fur- 
nish an important field for labor. 

Bishop Kemper, at the last Conven- 
tion of the Church in this diocese, inti- 
mated his readiness to transfer the Mis- 
sionary from Vincennes to Delphi. 
He has been apprised of the acceptance 
of the call from the Vestry of St. 
Mary’s Church, Delphi, charge to date 
from Oct. Ist. No answer has, as yet, 
been received ; but the Missionary feels 
authorized, on the strength of conver- 
sations held with the Bishop, to remove 
as the Missionary to that district of 
country, where he hopes, with the di- 
vine blessing, to promote, more exten- 
sively than he can in his present sphere, 
the interests of Christ and his Church. 

There have been several removals of 
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Church people from Vincennes, but 
enough are left to form an interesting 
congregation. The parish will be found 
to be in an improved condition. By the 
sale of a small organ, recently obtained, 
and proceeds of sales, &c., by the Sew- 
ing Society, the Church debt will have 
been reduced nearly $200. There is 
also a box in the hands of the Mission- 
ary containing books and dissected pic- 
tures, &c., presented by the Rev. B. 
Hutchins of Albion Ill., from which it 
is believed that $40 can be realized, to 
be applied towards the extinction of the 
Church debt. This debt, with the off- 
sets named, will still amount to upwards 
of $600, 

It is proper that the Committee should 
know of the existence of a suit institu- 
ted against the Church by the largest 
creditor, for the recovery of his debt, 
amounting to about $400. Owing to 
some informality in bringing the suit, 
the legal gentlemen who volunteered 
their services in behalf of the Church, 
caused it to be taken up to the Su- 
preme Court, where time will, at least, 
be gained for further action. The per- 
son bringing the suit is a Romanist; 
his debt was secured to him by a seal- 
ed note, bearing interest ; but, he chose 
to make an effort to bring the Church 
to a public sale, that the Roman Bi- 
shop may have an opportunity of pur- 
chasing it for the German portion of his 
people, who want a separate place of 
worship. 

Should an acceptable Minister be 
found to supply the station here, it is 
thought that the means to pay. off the 
debt will be forthcoming in a year or 
two; but if the parish is long vacant, 
the most disastrous consequences may 
be feared. The Committee are earn- 
estly entreated to use their best efforts 
in sending a single man, who, with 
aid from the Board, can be sustained 
here. The field is an interesting one 
in many points of view, especially as 
a check to Romanism ; and the town, 
to my certain knowledge, is as healthy 
as any place in Western Indiana.” 


Itinerani—Rev. W. Vaux. 


‘“‘T have received a Circular of In- 
structions, &c., from the office of the 
Domestic Board of Missions, and, if I 
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understand it, it requires from me, not 
a statistical report of my services for the 
last six months, but information as to 
the condition and prospects of my Mis- 
sion. 

Asto myself, my labors have been as 
abundant as the nature of my appoint- 
ment would allow. I am called an 
Itinerant Missionary, which, in my 
own case, means that ‘ 1] am become 
like a pelican in the wilderness, and like 
an owl that is in the desert.’ I rarely 
see the face of a brother clergyman, ex- 
cepting at our Diocesan Convention. 
Three parishes are thrown under my 
eare ; one of them thirty miles from my 
humble residence, another fourteen, and 
the other in my immediate neighbor- 
hood. I celebrate divine service and 
preach, morning and evening, twice a 
month in Evansville, and once a month 
at each of the other stations. 

In Evansville, where there is a sub- 
stantial brick church, which cost over 
$8,000, much had been done under a 
former Missionary, and the prospects 
were truly flattering,—there was a large 
congregation, and the parish held out the 
hope of soon being able to support its 
own Minister,—there were many intel- 
ligent members from your eastern cities, 
who came hither to realize the elysiwm 
of the West; and they have again taken 
flight to some distant clime, leaving us 
to mourn their loss, yet cheering our 
hearts with the reflection, that the 
carry with them the knowledge of eat 
vation, through Jesus Christ; and, 
wherever they go, they become the ele- 
ments of his body, the Church. Hence 
the important consideration that, the 
Missionary spirit is expanded from 
every centre where rt is established. And 
this fact accounts, insome measure, for 
the little apparent increase in the 
strength of our stations,—you send us 
from yourselves to some distant point, 
from whence the influence radiates. 
Here a thriving parish has become fee- 
ble, and, being deprived of a resident 
pastor, the effect is proportionably cir- 
cumscribed ; still, I trust our cause for 
encouragement is increasing, and we 
may say, ‘ yet God is good to Israel.’ 
I almost hesitate to express a want, but 
may I not say, I have not a communion 
set in either of my three parishes. 
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At NewHarmony thereisa marked im- 
provement in the attendance, to compen- 
sate for severe losses by death. Through 
the munificence of a wealthy family, (a 
devoted member of which has gone to 
her reward,) the parish possesses pro- 
perty enough to build a neat church, 
but some expense would be incurred in 
making itavailable. This, however, I 
think, would be cheerfully borne, were 
‘there a prospect of constant services ; 
and many, who regard us favorably, 
would become members of the house- 
hold of God. What the result may be, 
under present circumstances, | know 
not. Let the friends of Missions say, 
what is the hope of building up the 
Church, from services rendered once a 
month, by a Minister residing thirty 
miles distant ? 

Trinity parish, Vanderburgh county, 
(my own residence,) is a country con- 
gregation, worshipping in a_ school- 
house. From the first organization, 
there has been the most encouraging 
evidence of forming a permanent estab- 
lishment ; but here, literally, ‘ the poor 
have the Gospel preached to them ;’ 
and to show their sincerity in receiving 
it, many of them come regularly eight 
and ten miles. In respect to support, 
I must own nothing can be expected. 
We are too pooreven to build an hum- 
ble chapel; and we feel to have no 
claim for assistance, because we are so 

oor. 1 have lately understood that a 
few friends in England have contributed 
$70 towards this object; but where 
shail we look for that help to justify us 
in using it? Here, in the south of In- 
diana, we experience every earthly ob- 
stacle in our struggle for existence ; 
but, isolated as I am, my incessant la- 
bors leave me no leisure for discourag- 
ing thoughts. It is only when the re- 
turning obligation of sending you my 
hasty report, that I am sensible of our 
being members of the one body ; and 1 
mourn over the want of zeal which the 
more honorable portions exhibit for us, 
the extremities. Christ’s harvest is neg- 
lected for the want of reapers. Zion 
Janguishes; the feet of him that bring- 
eth good tidings, are not seen upon the 
mountains. Our fathers pray for help, 
—our brethren are ready to sink under 
the weight of their burdens ; again and

again have we stretched out our hands, 
but none regardeth; and we are con- 
strained to ask, * Who hath believed our 
report 7? ” 


Lllinois, 


Chester—Rev. W. Mircuetu. 


“I find much to encourage me in 
carrying the Gospel to the destitute, 
and there seems to be an open door to 
to me,—kindness meets me everywhere 
in my toils. My last visit to Zion Parish 
will not soon be forgotten. On the ninth 
of this month, I solemnized a marriage 
at Vergius, and on the tenth, at nine 
o’clock, A. M., read prayers, baptized 
an infant, and preached on the eleventh 
and twelfth also; and on Sunday, four- 
teenth after Trinity, we had an over- 
flowing congregation. I read prayers, 
preached, and administered the Holy 
Communion to over thirty persons, and 
among the numbera Presbyterian, and 
a Methodist preacher. All who partook 
of the consecrated bread and wine on 
the occasion, were manifestly refreshed 
and strengthened by that bread which 
came down from Heaven. I have add- 
ed to Zion Parish three new members 
in the last six months. Our communion 
service attracted unusual attention 3; it 
drew remarks from ladies of other com- 
munions to this effect : ‘* The Episcopal 
communion service is so very solemn, 
and it is so truly appropriate ;” ‘ Great 
indeed is the disparity between it and 
other communions ;—it was a feast in- 
deed to my soul.”” But there is another 
evidence of the high estimation set on 
the ministrations of the Church. 1 re- 
ceived two invitations to be present at 
two places, twenty miles apart, on the 
fourth of July last. I accepted the one 
at Chester, and at the hour appointed, 
the marshal of the day conducted me to 
the stand, and I opened the day with the 
154th hymn and prayer. At the other 
place no prayers were made, though 
there were ministers of other commu- 
nions present. This speaks volumes in 
favor of a continuance of Missionary 
labors in this vast field now opening to 
the Church. 

But, sir, whoever fills it, must not ex- 
pect to find all light and joy. No, he 
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must endure the burning sun and meet 
the driving storm. I have twice made 
my bed in the deep gloom of the forest ; 
once saved my life by swimming from 
the inundated bottom, and twice has my 
life been in jeopardy by unruly horses, 
from which I shall bear marks to my 
grave: but the night of toil is far spent, 
and the glorious day is at hand. My 
sufferings are not worth a name com- 
pared with those of my Divine Redeem- 
er, and many of his Holy Apostles. 

1 cannot close this Report, without 
again appealing to our Eastern friends 
for the meaus to build us a small church 
at Chester, Randolph County, Illinois. 
Good Mr. Johnston, of Maryland, bas 
sent us twenty-five dollars. Itis all we 
have yet received in answer to our urgent 
appeals.” 


Collinsville—Rev. J. L. Darrow. 


“« This station was first recognized in 
the fall of 1835, or in January of 1836. 
lt was an experiment undertaken with 
the advice of Bishop Kemper, at whose 
instance I was appointed a Missionary. 
‘When undertaken, there was but asingle 
communicant in the circuit, embracing 
a portion of Madison and St. Clair 
counties, though there were several 
families that had once been attached to 
Episcopal congregations, and who still 
desired to enjoy the privileges of the 
Episcopal Church. Our increase has 
been slow, though, from year to year, 
we have seenimprovement. We have 
now twenty-eight communicants; some 
in Edwardsville, where we have a neat 
cburch, that cost about $2100, and on 
which there is a debt of about $250; 
some in Marine, where we own a share 
in a union meeting-house, built in 1845; 
some in Lebanon, where we have no 
place of worship, and some here in Col- 
linsville and its neighborhood, where we 
have a comfortable church, with the ex- 
ception of the seats. We have not yet 
been able to put in pews. It cost about 
$1500, and there is a debt of somewhat 
more than two hundred dollars. We 
have followed a number of communi- 
cants to the grave, who have left behind 
them the pleasing evidence of their 
fitness for heavenly felicity ; with others 
we have been compelled to part on ac- 
count of their having moved to other 
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places. We are yet but a feeble band, 
neeJing the nursing care of the Mission- 
ary Society, and indulging the fond 
hope, that in a few years hence, the 
Church here will not only sustain itself, 
but do something for the advancement 
of the general Missionary cause. I do 
not know yet how much will be raised 
here for my support the coming year,— 
probably, however, not much to exceed 
one hundred dollars. The reduction of 
my salary from two hundred and fifty to 
one hundred and fifty dollars, has been 
attended with serious inconvenience. 
Economy is a lesson which I think I 
have well learned; but I will not com- 
plain, though certainly I should be 
thankful if my stipend from the Mis- 
sionary Society could be somewhat 
augmented.” 


Sterling—Rev. A. J. Warner. 


‘*¢ It grieves me much to be obliged to 
render in statistics so imperfect, after 
more than a year of labors and of kind 
indulgence from the Board. The pros- 
pect, however, is still quite encouraging, 
and it is rather owing to my own in- 
firmity than to any discouraging circum- 
stances in the field of my labors, that my 
report must again make so sorry a figure 
on your records. After our convention, 
the minister at Galena, the Rev. Dr. De 
Pui, requested me to occupy his place 
for two Sundays, whilst he paid a visit 
to Dixon, and I complied. The parish 
in Dixon have never yet chosen a vestry ; 
indeed, it was not until a short time ago 
that it was known that a parish had ever 
been formed. A list of names was 
handed me, drawn up by the Bishop, 
about three years ago, which bears very 
little correspondence with present mem- 
bers; but for my own illness, which has 
lasted now more than a month, or some 
other unforseen obstacle, all that pertains 
to the outward character of the Church 
would now have been arranged; also a 
parish would have been organized in 
Sterling. We are only waiting for the 
sickly season to be over (for I believe 
that there is not a family,—I might 
almost say, not an individual—spared 
this year) to organizé, take a permanent 
stand, and press forward anew. A 
school-house had just been erected at 
Sugar Grove, where I could preach in 
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the evening on my return from Dixon 
to Sterling, and I had given out my first 
appointment; in Sterling it had been so 
arranged that 1 could hold services, 
and preach twice every Sunday. All 
things seemed to call for new exertions 
on my part, when God, in his wisdom, 
saw fit to lay me prostrate with fever. 
Since the twenty-eighth of August, I 
have only held service and preached 
once, and attended two funerals, all of 
which, except the last funeral, appeared 
to do me a serious injury. Notwith- 
standing these discouragements, I am 
now gaining strength, though but slowly, 
and trust that the blessing of God is not 
withdrawn from Episcopalians in this 
vicinity. When I first came on Rock 
River, I could find but four Episco- 
palians in Sterling, and three of those 
females. In Dixon [ could find none 
who professed themselves members of 
the Church; at Sugar Grove and Elk- 
horn Grove there was one family each, 
and at Grande Detour, six miles above 
Dixon, on the river, three females. This 
was the church contained within a tri- 
angle, measuring on the three sides 
eighteen, fifteen andtwelve miles. Now, 
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instead of thirteen, I report thirty-one 
members, and have no doubt that had 
my health enabled me to go about and 
converse with my people before making 
out this Report, several other names 
might be added. The Church in Dixon 
has grown up, I know not how! Surely 
it was not my doing, and I therefore re- 
joice and take courage, believing that, 
though his unworthy servant may some- 
times be found sleeping at his post, yet 
He, who has begun this work, for the 
glory of His name, who causes the seed 
to spring up, though men ‘sleep and 
rise, night and day’ will finish what he 
has begun in due time.” 


Kickapoo—Rey. R. Rapier. 

«Tn consequence of ill health, my Re- 
port has been delayed some eight or ten 
days. I am now writing in a sick 
room, myself weak and debilitated by 
disease and fatigue ; my family, four in 
number, all in a helpless state. This, 1 
trust, will serve as an apology for my 
brief and uninteresting communication. 

The stations, under my charge, I am 
thankful to say, are in a prosperous 
condition.”

SUNDAY SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


The season is approaching, when the following resolution of the last Board of 
Missions, we trust, will be remembered and acted upon by many Parishes, viz : 

‘‘ Resolved, That it be recommended to our Parishes to have collections made 
in their Sunday Schools on the Sunday nearest New-Year’s day, in aid of destitute 
Sunday Schools at the West and South-West.” 

Attention has already been directed (in the October No. of the Spirit of Mis- 
sions) to this important object, and to the great good which may be secured by it. 

The destitute Sunday Schools of our stations are regarding with deep interest 
the results of this recommendation. 

For its success, a solicitude is felt by Missionaries, Teachers and Scholars, 
which can hardly be understood by those who have always been accustomed to 
the carefully prepared books of instruction, and to the well-furnished libraries of 
Eastern Sunday Schools. 

Soon may many an eye glisten, and many a little countenance brighten with 
joy as the Missionary tells them of the number of books, of instruction and 
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for the Sunday School Library, of Prayer-Books and Tracts, which have gene- 
rously been presented to them by Sunday Schools in more favored portions of 
the Church. 

The sums collected for this object may be sent to Thomas N. Stanford, Esq., 
Treasurer, 139 Broadway, New-York, marked “‘ Sunday School Trust Funds.” 
The contributors may designate the Missionary station, or leave this to the Com- 
mittee. 

The acknowledgment will appear in the Spirit of Missions, under the head of 
‘“« Trust Funds,” and the manner of appropriation to the several stations will also 
be hereafter mentioned. 

Explicit directions should be given in every case, where Prayer-Books and 
Tracts, as well as Sunday School Libraries, are to be purchased. 


SICKNESS IN THE WEST. 


The following extract of a letter from Indiana, confirms the reports that from 
time to time have reached us, of the sickness which has generally prevailed 
at the West during the past summer and autumn months. The duties of the 
Missionaries have thereby been greatly increased. Some of them, with scarce 
sufficient strength, have gone in and out among their people, and then have 
returned home, to administer to the sick, or themselves to be ministered unto. 
We fear that this sad state of things will greatly increase the privations of many, 
who ‘will have to endure the rigours of the approaching winter, without that 
provision which the prompt receipt of their October salaries would have enabled 
them to make. Many, too, will bear all this in silence, though in sorrow, and 
we shall not know thereof; for they shrink from making public their personal 
sufferings and distress. But there is ONE who seeth in secret,—in whose hands 
are the hearts of men,—and whose, also, are the silver and the gold. May 
He soon send them succour and relief. 


_____. Indiana, Nov. 3, 1846. 

“The Rev. Mr. ———, who has been ill with typhoid fever for thirteen 
days at my house, is improving. . His crisis has passed, and that favorably. 
His nephew, who is with him, had a severe chill to-day. We are very glad 
to see our friends out here at the West, but very sorry to treat them in this 
way. 

‘“‘It has been very sickly, this year, all over Illinois, Wisconsin, Ohio, In- 
diana, and the general West. 

‘One of our late Missionaries, ———, of ———, who unwisely chose to 
stay on difficult ground, from which Missionary aid was withdrawn, is, I 
learn, overwhelmed with sickness and destitution at — Heisa rity 
and laborious man. His case deserves sympathy and immediate help. les 
commend his case as one of real charity—absolute necessity.

FUNDS FOR DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


The present number closes this volume, and addresses the last appeal which 
can this year be made in behalf of an exhausted Treasury. Truly do we wish 
that there was no need again to refer to this most repulsive subject. But an im- 
perative duty rests upon us, to inform the Church of the state of her account with 
the Missionaries ; who, relying on her word and pledge, are labouring in the Do- 
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mestic field. ‘Twelve thousand dollars became due to them on the Ist October 
last, for six months services already rendered. T'wo thousand dollars were then, 
also, due to the Treasurer, for monies advanced for the WHOLE cHURCH; and 
the contributions received, have, as yet, exceeded but by a small amount the sum 
due to the Treasurer. Impelled by a knowledge of the wants and privations 
to which many of the Missionaries are exposed, he has issued checks in their 
behalf, to the amount of fourteen hundred dollars beyond the receipts. Gladly 
would he remit the whole amount—but he cannot. Willingly would he, if the 
contributions of the Church would justify the act. On the Ist inst., therefore, 
the sum of not less than Ten thousand dollars is needed. 

The season of the year is nigh at hand when the twelve hundred parochial 
clergy of our Church will, no doubt, in some way, remind the people of their 
charge, of the many blessings received during the past year, and especially of 
those secured, by the coming of the Son of God in human form and flesh. Will 
they remind them, also, of their duty to the cause of Missions? The people ever 
respond cheerfully, when they are reminded of their obligations to Him who gave 
Himself forthem. Or, shall He see the cause languish, and His servants suf. 
fer, who have gone forth in obedience to His command? We believe, however, 
that His cause will yet be remembered ; that the fiyst quarter of the new year 
will bring the offerings of long-tried and faithful friends. They are few, indeed, 
but they faint not, neither are they weary, in well-doing. Would that of the 
eight hundred parishes which gave nothing during the past year, there might be 
many, among the first, to contribute in the next.

The resignations of 
Rev. F. H. L. Lairp, of Huntsville, Ala., the Rev. D. R. Brewer, of Con- 
cord, N. H., the Rev. F. C. Brown, of Peru, Ind., and the Rev. W. Allan- 
son, Littlefort, Ill., have been accepted and confirmed. 

We are compelled, for want of room, to omit the appropriations to the Dio- 
cese of Michigan.

The Bishop writes in a most en- 
couraging tore. The Missionaries were all well, sedulously engaged in the study 
of the language, and expecting soon to be actively employed in preaching the

Some interesting extracts from the Bishop’s letter are subjoined : 


‘‘ Our labors have never been more ar- 
duous or more abundant than since my 
last. I have prepared, with great pains 
and labor, a Catechism on the Creed, the 
Ten Commandments, the Lord’s Pray- 
er, and the Sacraments, of about seventy 
pages, writtenin a very simple style, for 
the use of the school, but still more as 
a Manual for candidates for baptism. 
We had nothing in Chinese that met 
my views, and [ therefore prepared this, 
and have it now indaily use. The 
servants of our several families have 
been formed into a class, and recite to 
me two evenings in the week. It has 
been really delightful to witness the in- 
terest which the great facts and doctrines 
recorded in the Creed have excited in 
their minds, and the diligence with 
which they apply themselves to me- 
morize it. A more interested and 
interesting class I have never had. I 
have another class, one of whom is a 
candidate for baptism. Its members 
come to me three times a week. So, 
that with these two classes and the one 
evening given up to our meeting for 
prayer, all my evenings are engaged. 

In addition to the one above mention- 
tioned, [ have two other candidates for 
baptism, one of whom is a literary gra- 
duate. When I shall baptize them I 
know not. Iam convinced that the ex- 
tremest caution is necessary, with re- 
spect to our first converts. ‘The Lord, 
in mercy, vouchsafe wisdom to direct 


us. 


Besides the catechism above men- 
tioned, I have prepared a translation of 
the Morning Service, and also of the 
Service for the Administration of Bap- 
tism to Adults. The translation is 
based on one prepared by Mr. Gutzlaff. 
On the subject of a Prayer-Book for the 
Chinese, I have had some correspond- 
ence with the Prayer-Book and Homily 
Society of England, brought on by 
a letter of theirs tome. I send you, by 
ship, a copy of my answer, that you 
may be informed of my wishes and 
sentiments on that subject. The ques- 
tion is one of much importance, and 
should be early put on a right footing, if 
possible. 

The revision of the New Testament 
advances, and I devote a portion of 
every day to this work. The Mission- 
aries are to send delegates from all the 
Stations on the coast to Shanghai in 
June next, to examine and complete the 
revision. 

I have lately divided the part of the 
town in which we live into three sec- 
tions, and assigned one part to Mr. Syle, 
one to Mr. Graham, and one I have 
taken myself. As soon as the ex- 
treme heat of summer shall have abat- 
ed, we expect to visit daily within these 
our respective cures, from house to 
house, and endeavor, in each, to assem- 
ble a congregation for prayer and, 
preaching. I propose to preach in each 
until the brethren shall be able to sus- 
tain their own services. I regard this 
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as much better than aiming at the whole 
town, with its two hundred thousand in- 
habitants. I have requested Messrs. 
Syle and Graham to keep journals, to 
be sent quarterly for the use of the 
Spirit of Missions. We have been so 
overwhelmed with work and cares dur- 
ing the last year, that we have not done 
our Mission justice at home. There is, 
however, very little to report by those 
who are engaged all day studying the 
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language, or laboring at translations. 
In one month hence, we skall [D. V.] 
throw ourselves into daily intercourse 
with the people, not only as they are en- 
countered in the streets, but also enter 
their houses, and try to make them con- 
sider us as friends. We may then 
meet with incidents which will interest 
our friends at bome, and serve to keep 
the. Chinese before the eyes of the 
Church.” 


CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY- 


In our last number we published some highly interesting notices of Shanghai, 
and of the prospects of Missionary labor in China, taken from the communications 


of the Rey. Mr. Smith. 


We now add further extracts from the letters of this 


intelligent Missionary, and those of his companion, the Rev. Mr. M‘Clatchie, of 
the Church Missionary Society, who had taken up his residence at Shanghai just 


before the arrival of Bishop Boone. 


The difficulties which at first seemed to lie 


in the way of a residence in the city were soon removed, and our own Missionaries 
are now living within the walls, without tbe least molestation. 


On this subject Mr. M+Clatchie writes, 
in a letter dated June 24, 1845— 


“I have at length succeeded in pro- 
curing a house here; and you will doubt- 
less be pleased to learn that it is situated 
within the walls of the city. When the 
‘Towtai was informed that a foreigner 
had come to reside within the walls of 
the city, he sent for the landlord, and en- 
deavored to make him turn me out of 
the house immediately; but when he 
discovered that [ had actually paid part 
of the rent.in advance, and that I was in 
possession of a written contract, he gave 
up all further opposition, I am therefore 
in peaceful possession of a new house, 
tolerably well built, and which, with a 
few necessary alterations to protect me 
from the weather, will be very comfort- 
able. Iam now the only foreigner living 
within the walls of the city, except the 
Consul. The Missionaries are much 

leased that I have got into the city, as 
it is considered a step in advance toward 
the removal of Chinese prejudice.” 

Commencement of a Chinese Service. 

This important beginning is thus de- 
scribed. in a letter dated March 30, 
1846— 

‘Tam most thankful to God that He 
has mercifully permitted me to com- 
mence a Service in the Chinese lan- 


guage. I feel, indeed, that my attempts 
are yet very feeble; but I trust that He 
who can unloose the tongue of the stam- 
merers will ere long give me greater 
fluency in the language, and enavle me 
to convey His blessed truths with more 
ease to the minds of these poor idolaters. 
My Service is not exactly a public one 
yet: I wish to go on by degrees; but I 
hope that in a short time I shall acquire 
sufficient courage to put up a notice at 
my gate, and to invite all te enter. £ 
have the unspeakable satisfaction, how- 
ever, of knowing that at present I am 
tolerably well understood.” 

And again, April 15— 

““T have been in Shanghai exactly 
one year to-day, and I have been ten 
months stud ying the dialect of the place. 
I wish that I could be perfectly satisfied 
with my progress in it; but yet I am 
bound to thank God for enabling me to 
feel that I am doing something—though, 
alas! feebly indeed—in His blessed 
service. 

My daily Service requires much study 
to keep it up—almost the whole day 
to prepare for the following morning. 
However, it is a most delightful occu- 
pation to me, as I know that our gracious 
Saviour will bless even the weakest ef- 
forts to promote the knowledge of Him 
among the Heathen. My cook seems 
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to be especially interested in the Service, 
and, as our copies of the Word of God 
are very few, he hascommenced writing 
out the Gospel of St. Matthew from a 
copy of the New Testament which 1 
have lent him. The constant excla- 
mations of my hearers, such as, ‘* It 
is clear,’ ** I understand,” I find very 
encouraging. I pray God that I may 
soon attain that which to me is the acme 
of all earthly glory—the ability to de- 
clare fluently to the poor Chinese the 
wonderful works of God in their own 
strange and difficult language.” 

Encouragements—Reading and Re- 

flective Character of the People. 

On these topics Mr. M‘Clatchie 
writes, in the letter of March 30— 

“ There is every thing here which a 
Missionary could wish for, in order to 
encourage him in his work. There are, 
of course, some discouragements ; such 
as the apathy with which the Chinese 
receive exhortations to the practice of 
true Religion, and that, too, notwith- 
standing their admiration of the beau- 
tiful morality of the Gospel of peace. 
But then, after all, this and similar dis- 
couragements are to be found in Chris- 
tian countries as well as Heathen, and 
merely prove the melancholy fact, that 
all the children of Adam are by nature 
dead in trespasses and sins. 

The Chinese are, without doubt, a 
reading and a thinking people. I have 
seen shopkeepers, to whom I have given 

racts and Books, sit down in their 
shops, and become wholly engrossed, in 
a moment, in reading them; or else en- 
gaging in conversation with those about 
them on the subject treated of in them. 

They seem, also, to think much re- 
specting the Missionaries who labor 
among them, the doctrines they teach, 
and their method of disseminating 
them.” 

General Review, and Appeal for more 
Laborers. 

We will conclude our present notice 
of this Mission with the following Ap- 
peal, from the pen of Mr. Smith, for 
more help. He writes, in a letter dat- 
ed Nov. 8, 1845— 

«The time 1 have spent in China 
will be always viewed by me as a ve- 


ry happy period of my life: and though, 
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had | foreseen much of what I should 
be called to pass through here, flesh and 
blood would perhaps have recoiled at 
the prospect, yet I have found the real 
trials of a Missionary’s life to be fewer 
than I had anticipated, and of a very 
different kind; and have learned how 
little we are dependent on external 
things for real enjoyment and happi- 
ness.”” 

And in one, dated March 30, 1846, 
he says— 

‘‘ Everything here exceeds in promise 
what I expected to find in China. Per- 
haps, however, I came out looking more 
at the dark side. With ten men of 
ENERGY, and real hearty interest in the 
work, we might hope for a speedy effect. 
Enerey and hearty perseverance are 
what we want here; piety that can live 
in this unfriendly soil—men of prayer, 
faith, and a close walk with God.” 

Afier reviewing the whole question 
of the occupation of China by Mission- 
aries of the Church Missionary Society, 
and giving his own views. of the eligi- 
bility of the various ports, Mr. Smith 
proceeds, in his letter dated Jan. 14, 
1846— 

‘The general question I leave to be 
discussed and decided by the friends and 
supporters of our Society; entreating 
them to remember the responsibility of 
the decision. The gold and silver 
would not be wanting, unless I greatly 
overrate the piety and zeal of British 
Christians. It is in regard to the sup- 
ply of zealous and well-qualified la- 
borers that we have reason most to des- 
pond. The materials are doubtless in 
existence somewhere among so large a 
number of professing Christians as are 
included among the supporters of the 
Church Missionary Society. Nay, we 
who, in this distant land, are privileged 
to read the heart-stirring addresses at 
your last Anniversary Meetings, are 
surely not unreasonable in cherishing 
the hope, that even from the families of 
our Clergy and laity, who advocate the 
Missionary Cause from the pulpit and 
the platform, these laborers might ea- 
sily be supplied; unless it be deemed 
proper that the ardor of Missionary zeal 
should effervesce beyond the atmosphere 
of crowded assemblies, and the opinion 
be entertained that the Missionary work 
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is honorable only in the abstract, and 
devotion to the cause of Christ in Hea- 
then lands good only in theory. 
Without presuming to limit the pow- 
er of God to any class of instruments, 
we are much discouraged at the obvious 
scarcity of men, willing to come hither, 
of those high qualifications—mental, 
moral, and physical—from whose labors 
we can expect any extensive results in 
so peculiar a Missionary field as China. 
A radical change in the general views 
prevalent, even among Christian Peo- 
ple, in reference to Missionaries and 
Missions, and a more widely-spread 
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sense of individual responsibility in the 
diffusion of the Gospel, must take place 
before the large results which pervade 
Anniversary Addresses can be real- 
ized. 

China is open to us: its population 
is generally friendly ; its rulers are fast 
becoming tolerant; its superstitions are 
nowhere strongly enthroned in the na- 
tive mind ; its social institutions present 
no insuperable barrier to our progress. 
Worship paid to ancestors is our rock of 
future difficulty ; atheism is our princi- 
pal foe; and the lack of laborers our 
constant sorrow.—Matt. ix, 37, 38.”

CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


MADRAS. 


The Rev. J. J. H. Elouis continues 
to labor at this Station, and has furnish- 
ed the following semi-annual Report : 

“Tam happy to say that, generally 
speaking, the state of things in the Ma- 
dras Mission is encouraging. ‘ 

The attendance at divine service in 
the principal congregation, morning and 
evening, has been remarkably steady, 
and the order and attention of the peo- 
ple most gratifying. 

I trust that many of them are desi- 
tous of growing in the knowledge of 
spiritual things. 

The conduct of the Catechists of the 
Mission has been consistent and satis- 
factory. Our people here are begin- 
ning torun a-head of the Catechists of 
former days: the want of bettter edu- 
eated men of this class is therefore be- 
coming more and more evident, as well 
as the great advantage toa Mission of 
having connected with it young men of 
piety, taken from the community, and 
thoroughly educated in this country for 
offices in the Church, as at our Madras 
Chureh Missionary Institution. 

The people now gathered together 
were, for the most part, in a condition 
of deep ignorance, not unfrequently as 
regarded the first elements of Christian 
doctrine. From this they are now gra- 
dually emerging ; they estimate their 


Christian privileges more highly as they 
become better acquainted with them; 
and though there is much to mourn over 
in many who think to compromise be- 
tween God and the world, and between 
“custom” and obedience to His com- 
mands, yet I rejoice in the persuasion 
that the Lord has here a little band who, 
however weakly, are seeking to serve 
Him with acceptable service, having 
truly come to Him through Jesus 
Christ.” 


TINNEVELLY. 
PALAMCOTTAH DISTRICT. 


The Seminary. 

Of the general condition of the Se- 
minary, in which Mr. T. W. Howell 
has assisted, the Rev. Septimus Hobbs 
writes— 

‘“There has been a manifest im- 
provement in conduct, and a steady 


advancement in knowledge, throughout 
the Seminary.” 


SATANKOOLLAM DISTRICT. 


Report, by the Rev. Stephen Hobbs. 

‘Since the middle of February, I 
have -had charge of the Kadatchapoo- 
ram _ district, owing to the absence of 
the Rev. J. Dewassagayam in Madras, 
together with my own; and as I have 
visited them about equally, I shall 
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speak of them in common as one dis- 
trict. 


Congregations. 


The congregations have increased a 
little in numbers during the six months, 
and appear to have been orderly and at- 
tentive. T'wo or three are behind the 
average in discipline and regularity; but, 
for the most part, I have found them in 
an encouraging state. I have madeac- 
quaintance with a good number of the 
people, and have reason to hope that 
not a few of them are earnestly seek- 
ing the salvation of their souls: I trust 
I shall find, as my acquaintance with 
them increases, that there are many 
whose piety is: indubitable and exem- 
plary. Several have fallen victims to 
the cholera, among whom wasa widow 
woman at Tukkerpooram, who evinced 
great joy at the prospect of her depar- 
ture, and seemed to deprecate the idea 
of recovery. I may also mention a lit- 
tle boy at Anugragapooram, who, near- 
ly at the close of his sufferings, told his 
friends that they need not be sorrowful, 
as he was only going home to his Fa- 
ther’s house ; besides others, of whom I 
have great hope, from the good report I 
have heard of their former conduct, that 
they were made meet for the inheritance 
of the saints in light. These frequent 
deaths prove seasonable opportunities 
of addressing the consciences of the sur- 
viving neighbors, and are, | trust, sanc- 
tified to the awakening of many. 


Catechists, §c. 


Of the Catechists I must briefly ob- 
serve, that they have, for the most part, 
behaved very well ; and that some have 
proved themselves to be in a high de- 
gree fit for the important office which 
they hold. Two or three, in particu- 
lar, have already won my affection and 
esteem; and the more intimately I 
know them, the more I discover their 
excellence and piety. There are, how- 
ever, some whose character is less satis- 
factory, and whom I shall not like to re- 
tain, unless [ find I have mistaken 
them, or seean amendment. My pre- 
parandi class is yet in its infancy, and 
for some time will furnish me only with 
school-masters and readers. It contains 
several youths who give me great hopes 
of future usefulness.” 
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NULLOOR DISTRICT. 
‘“* Report, by the Rev. P. P. Schaffter. 
General View. ~ 


In this District there is much to op- 
pose the Gospel, and little to favor its 
progress. The vast extent of the Dis- 
trict, which has hitherto been under the 
superintendence of but one Missionary ; 
the power of the Zemindars, extending 
through a great part of it, and exerted 
in keeping the Word of God at a dis- 
tance from the townsand villages under 
their jurisdiction ; the difficulty of get- 
ting lands to form Mission Villages, 
among the inhabitants of which only the 
Missionary can exert strict discipline ; 
all these circumstances combine to keep 
the people out of the Christian Church, 
and to retard their progress after they 
have entered it. To these I may sull 
add, that there are comparatively very 
few Shanars inthis District,—a class of 
people, in the Tinnevelly Province par- 
ticularly, accessible to the call and in- 
fiuence of the Gospel. A proper esti- 
mate of these obstacles on one side, and 
of the good which has, notwithstanding, 
been effected on the other, would lead 
us to ascribe it to the special provi- 
dence and grace of God, working with 
His Word, that His cause has arrived 
at the point at which we see it now.” 
Ewidences of the Progress of the Gospel 

— Discouragements and Trials. 

Mr. Schaffter then remarks upon the 
improvement observable in his District, 
particularly among the females, on his 
return to it after an absence of two years 
and a halfin Europe for the benefit of 
his health. He proceeds to notice the 
existence cf real spirituality in the con- 
gregations, and gives several instances 
of persons, even advanced in years, who 
appear to have been really converted to 
God. He thus introduces the first which 
he mentions— 

““In young persons brought up in 
Christianity, the most pleasing appear- 
ances may be nothing more than the ef- 
fect of a religious education, the heart 
remaining untouched and unchanged ; 
but in the persons I am going to bring 
forward, this is impossible ; any Chris- 
tian disposition which they exhibit must 
be the genuine work of the Spirit of 
grace ; no human art can so polish a 
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Heathen Shanar, sixty years old, as to 
give to his habits and actions any thing 
like a Christian appearance. And yet 
Nadan, who, according to unani- 
mous testimony, must be seventy years 
old, and, consequently, must have been 
more than fifty-five when he-first heard 
the Gospel, would not put us tothe blush 
were he to be compared with our good 
Christians in Europe. I believe he 
would stand high among the poor in 
spirit, and the simple in faith. He has 
hardly ever been known to miss Divine 
Service on Lord’s Days, and Evening 
Prayer on week-days ; sickness, which 
prevents him from putting his hand to 
anything, does not prevent his repairing 
to the House of God, and praising Him 
in the assembly. By this, and his ear- 
nest behaviour at those times, he shows 
that the word of Christ is sweeter to his 
soul than honey. His countenance, 
which usually expresses earnestness, 
and sometimes sorrow, often brightens 
up when he hears of the love of the Sa- 
viour toward poor sinners, and of the 
tender care of our Heavenly Father 
over His children. Though he has very 
little strength left, yet, when I come to 
his village for prayer, he revives, and 
goes from house to house to press the 
people to come and hear the good tidings 
ofsalvation. He is zealous in endea- 
voring to rouse the people to contribute 
largely toward the erection of the church 
which they intend to build. He him- 
self has not given anything, the money 
not yet being collected ; but I have no 
doubt he will give liberally. Some 
time ago an act of this old man came to 
my knowledge, which gave me much 
pleasure. I have placed at one 
of our Preparandi, a young man of very 
low caste, to assist the Catechist in 
teaching the Catechism. At this some 
of the people murmured, saying to the 
Catechist, ‘ How can we, being Sha- 
nars, submit to be taught bya Pallar ?’ 
and seemed disposed to make a stand 
against the arrangement. The old 
Nadan then interfered, and spoke thus : 
‘The Christian religion has nothing in 
common with our caste customs. The 
question is not, Is the man who teaches 
it of a low caste, or a high caste, but, 
Ts he a good man? Were the youth 
not a proper character, our Minister 
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wuld not have sent him to us: there- 
fore itis our duty to learn from him.’ 
These words of the Nadan, supported 
by his example and authority, settled 
the question, and procured a favorable 
reception for the young man, who has 
ever since been teaching the Catechism 
in the place ; and told us that the peo- 
ple treated him with great respect.”’ 

Mr. Schaffter then refers to several 
other instances equally satisfactory, 
‘© as they all exhibit, by their works of 
piety and love, the dispositions of rege- 
nerated souls.’’ He then continues— 

‘“‘ Having seen the best in this Mis- 
sion, let us alsoseethe worst. We have 
in all the congregations a great number 
of people, not such as might be called 
bad characters in the strictest sense of 
the word, for such we always exclude ; 
but people who are evidently nedther 
cold nor hot, and who daily testify, by a 
worldly conduct, that they have as yet 
no part in the grace of God, and no fel- 
low-feeling with His people. Still, so 
long as they keep free from great offen- 
ces, we allow them to remain in the 
congregation, hoping that the Word of 
God, which they sometimes hear, may 
rouse them from their sleep, and even- 
tually prove beneficial to them. We 
have instances which justify this hope. 

Between these two there is another 
class, rather numerous, composed of in- 
dividuals of whom we cannot speak de- 
cidedly. They hear the Word with 
pleasure ; but whether they receive it 
into good, or upon stony ground, time 
only can show. 

Taking all these things into account, 
and having been directed by the Sa- 
viour to expect that in His Church tares 
would grow among the wheat, the spi- 
ritual state of the people affords us more 
reasons for thankfulness, and increas- 
ing activity in the service of our Di- 
vine Master, than for discouragement. 
Their progress in learning is also satis- 
factory upon the whole. Many of them 
have finished the Catechism, and un- 
derstand its contents sufficiently to be 
able to give a fair account of those truths 
which are necessary for salvation ; but 
these of them who have a more solid 
knowledge of divine things, have ob- 
tained it not merely from the Catechism, 
but chiefly from the pure Word of God, 
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which is read and explained to them 
every day in the House cf God. The 
attendance at Chureb on Lord’s Days 
and week-days is encouraging. The 
people of the Kuruvenkotei congrega- 
uon, who, until a few months ago, had 
always shown the greatest indifference, 
now attend church in great numbers. 
On the Lord’s Day we have always 
from three hundred to four hundred 
hearers there. Alankoollam follows 
their example ; and if they persevere in 
thus diligently attending upon the means 
of grace, we may expect a great im- 
provementin both these Jarge congre- 
gations. 

In other places, [ regret to say, the 
work of instruction has been sadly in- 
terrupted by severe trials, originating in 
the malice and hatred of the heathens, 
particularly in the congregations which 
are under the power of Zemindars. In 
Rengasamuttiram, the Zemindar to 
whom the place belongs arrived in 
open day, in a palanquin, accompanied 
by sixty or seventy armed men, levelled 
our church to the ground, ill-treated the 
Christians, robbed them of all their 
goods, drove them away from the place, 
and for some days hunted them about 
as wild beasts. In Taleivenkotei the 
Christians were repeatedly insulted and 
pelted with stones by the Zemindar’s 
people, while attending Divine Service; 
besides being beaten, and in various 
ways ill-treated in the streets, and pro- 
hibited from burying their dead. In 
Sambaravadakarei, a considerable town 
in Tinnevelly, but under the govern- 
ment of the Travancore Rajah, where a 
year ago several hundred people em- 
braced'Christianity, theirenemies made 
a sudden assault upon them, and com- 
mitted every kind of outrage : two per- 
sons died within eight days afterward, 
most probably in consequence of the 
cruel treatment then received. 

Amid all these troubles, and, in some 
instances, by means of them, no fewer 
than one thousand four hundred and two 
souls have embraced the Christian reli- 
gion during the last six months. This 
unusual accession to Christianity will, 
according tothe natural course of things, 
have areaction. ‘T'he tide will recede; 
and after the harvest the winnowing will 
come, and much of the chaff fly away : 
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still, let us rejoice in the hope, that 
among this great multitude there are 
those who will become partakers of the 
grace of the Saviour here below, and of 
His glory above. Among the various 
motives which have induced them to 
apply for Christian instruction, I have 
always remarked a decided conviction 
that Christianity is a good thing, and 
Heathenism a bad thing. The Lord 
permits that they should thus be placed 
under our spiritual care, and it becomes 
our duty to do all we can to promote 
their spiritual good. 

Since December last eighty-one souls 
have been added to the Church by bap- 
lism, viz. twenty men, twenty-seven 
women, and thirty-four children. The 
baptized in general, if we except those 
who come over from the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, give us pleasure by their 
consistent walk and conversation. The 
work of instruction has been languish- 
ing, and in a few places interrupted for 
weeks together: the great poverty of 
most of our Christians is still, as it ever 
has been, a great hindrance to the pro- 
gress of education in our congregations. 
Sull, in many congregations the schools 
go on prosperously: this is the case at 
Kuruvenkotei, where the daily attend- 
ance is from forty to fifty in the boys’ 
school, and fourteen to twenty in the 
girls’ school. In Poorankondapooram, 
jn Verakeiralembur, and other congre- 
gations, the schools are also in a satis- 
factory state. A little boy, belonging 
to the school of Sorendei, died three 
months ago rejoicing in the Lord. 

The Catechists and Readers have, 
on the whole, behaved to my satisfac- 
tion. Indeed the labors of some of them 
evince great piety and zeal, and their 
labors in places visited by special trials 
are very arduous. One Reader | was 
obliged to dismiss, because he brought 
up his family more like a Heathen 
than a Christian. 

The pilgrims have, as usual, travel- 
led through the heathen towns and vil- 
lages of the District, distributing por- 
tions of the scriptures and tracts, and 
conversing on religions subjects wita 
those who are willing todo so. They 
are supported chiefly by the contribu- 
tions of the Catechists and other Native 
Christians: this is calculated to awaken 
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and cherish a Missionary spirit in this 
infant Church, which I consider to be 
of the greatest importance for its future 
welfare and usefulness.” 


PANNEIVILE! DISTRICT. 


Report, by the Rev. J. T. Tucker. 


During the past six months, I am 
thankful to say that I have not been 
left only to nope that some of the peo- 
ple have been turned from darkness to 
light, but such tokens of true conversion 
to God have been manifest, in a few 
instances, that I have good reason to 
BELIEVE some have been born again of 
the Spirit, as well as of water. 

During the half-year there has been an 
increase of five villages, six churches, 
one hundred and nine families, fifty- 
nine baptized adults, nineteen baptized 
children, ove hundred and ninety-six 
unbaptized adults, one hundred and 
seventy children, four hundred and 
forty-four new converts, and nineteen 
communicants. Besides these, there 
are upward of two hundred persons 
who have forsaken the worship of idols ; 
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but are not yet written in the Catechists” 
reports. ‘I'he six additional churches 
I have been able to build principally 
through the means of the Panneiviler 
Church-Buitding Society. 

Tn consequence of the great increase 
of converts, I have added a Catechist 
and Reader to my list of teachers, alk 
of whom meet at Panneivilei once @ 
month to give in their reports, and re- 
ceive instruction. 

Four additional schools have beem 
established during the past six months, 
which to me is one of the most pleasing 
features among the events that have 
taken place in my District; inasmuch 
as the training and instruction of Chris- 
tian children is a very important part 
of our duty, will greatly tend to raise 
the moral character of the rising gen- 
eration, and, through the blessing of 
God, enable them to become more ac- 
quainted with Gospel Truth. In some 
of the villages, ehildrem are taught by 
Catechists, as stated in my last report ; 
so that in the whole of the District 
schools there are upward of five hun- 
dred and fifty children.”

Trials of the Mission—Need of 
Earnest Prayer. 

Those who have studied the usual 
dispensations of God in the establish- 
ment of His Gospel among any people, 
will be prepared to expect that, after a 
season of remarkable prosperity, the 
great enemy of God and man will be 
permitted to excite violent opposition 
against the Truth, and to cast every 
stumbling-block in the way of those 
who were preparing to embrace it. 

Thus it has been in the case of the 
New-Zealand Mission. A few years 
ago we had only to tell of the wonderful 
rapidity with which the Gospel was 
spreading among the inhabitants of 
those interesting islands. But soon they 
were visited by the moral blights inflict- 
ed by the ungodliness of nominal Chris- 


tians, and the seductions of the Romish 
Apostacy. And now, during the last 
year, a visitation scarcely less fearful 
has overtaken them, in the spirit of in- 
subordination which has been lat loose 
on the people. 


Some account of the disturbances, 
and the collisions with the English 
troops, which have taken place, has 
been laid before our readers. From 
the instances there described, it will be 
seen that, while there is so much to 
mourn over, the conduct, even of the 
hostile Natives, has been such as to 
prove the mighty and salutary influence 
which Christianity has exercised over 
them. The Gospel has sofiened and 
civilized even those whom it has not 
savingly enlightened. The interruption 
to Missionary Work, oecasioned by. 
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these painful proceedings, has been al- 
most confined to a portion of the North- 
ern District. This Mission, however, 
stands in especial need of the earnest 
prayers of Christians, that while the 
enemy is coming in like a flood, the 
Spirit of the Lord may lift up a stand- 
ard against him. 


NORTHERN DISTRICT. 


This District, being the scene of the 
painful disturbances above referred to, 
has been exposed to all the distractions 
and horrors of war. The following 
Reports, which are made up to June 30, 
1845, contain varied information on this 
subject. 


KERIKERI. 


Report, by Mr. J. Kemp. 

“The present state of the Natives 
calls for great exertion on the part of the 
Missionaries in their labors. The minds 
of many of the Natives, respecting 
spiritual things, appear to be at a low 
ebb. They do not manifest that desire 
for spiritual knowledge, and that im- 
provement, which they once displayed. 
We fear that many are satisfied with 
the outward form of Religion, and do 
not seek the sanctifying influence of the 
Spirit to subdue the corruptions of their 
sinful hearts. Some, who once appear- 
ed to run well, have like the sow that 
was washed, turned again to their wal- 
lowing in the mire.” 

PAIHIA. 


Report, by Archd. H. Williams. 


“It is with considerable pain and grief 
that J report the proceeding of the half- 
year now concluded, in consequence of 
the breaking-out, at the commencement 
of the year, among some of the tribes 
in the neighborhood of the Bay, of a 
civil war, which has led to most serious 
and distressing consequences. The loss 
of life and property has been very con- 
siderable ; and our Missionary work has 
been well-nigh totally suspended. 

For many months a very jealous and 
turbulent feeling was exhibited among 
many tribes, owing to the evil workings 
of wicked and designing men upon the 
minds of several Chiefs ; instilling into 
their minds thatthe British Government 
had taken full and entire possession of

their country, and that now the Chiefs 
were slaves. This subject had been so 
generally dwelt upon, that for some 
time it appeared doubtful whether all 
the Natives would not rise to oppose the 
Government, as the Treaty of 1840 was 
stated to have caused all the evil. By 
a timely application, however, and full 
explanation of the treaty, most of the 
tribes maintained their position and re- 
mained quiet, being disposed to hope 
that the terms of the Treaty were faith- 
ful.” 

After recapitulating the chief move- 
ments of the insurgents, and of the 
British troops, the Archdeacon proceeds : 

‘« Yet;in the midst of this serious evil, 
it is our great consolation to know that 
our work is the Lord’s; and though we 
see not now, yet shall we ere long un- 
derstand, that all these evils have been 
permitted by Infinite Wisdom, and 
shall be overruled for the good of His 
people, and the purifying of His 
Church in New Zealand. For many 
months previous to the breaking-out of 
this war a general indifference to reli- 
gious duties had been observed, which 
must be regarded as the cause of this 
marked displeasure of the Almighty. 
The various congregations were cau- 
tioned to take heed to their ways, lest 
they should be given up to believe a hie 
to their own destruction. I am happy 
to state that there are many tribes a- 
round the Bay who have remained quiet 
during this disturbance. 

In consequence of the threats held 
out against Paihia, the Press, with all 
the materials connected therewith, was 
removed to Auckland. 

I have made one visit to Mangaka- 
hia during the half-year, having been 
unable to remove oftener from the Bay, 
owing to the disturbed state of the district. 

The Sunday schools at the Kauakaua 
continue to be well attended.” 


WAIMATE. 


On the departure of the Bishop of 
New Zealand from Waimate to Auck- 
land, the Rev. RK. Burrows was appoint- 
ed to the charge of this Station, and re- 
moved to it from Kororarika in October, 
1844. The difficulties of the Station 
have been greatly increased by the fact 
of its having for a considerable time 
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been used by our troops as a military 
post. 
Report, by the Rev. R. Burrows. 

“On my arrival at the Waimate, John 
Heke had already commenced his ca- 
reer, which has since led to such disas- 
trous consequences. This Station has 
felt, more than any other, the sad effects 
of the war; and from the beginning of 
March to the present time we have been 
in a constant state of excitemeut and 
alarm. The loss of the fourth flag-staff, 
and the destruction of Kororarika—at- 
tended as it was with the loss of life— 
was the commencement of astorm which 
had long been pending, and which we 
are at this moment feeling in all its hor- 
rors. The Settlement was often threat- 
ened with destruction by some of the 
more desperate of Heke’s party; but it 
is due to Heke himself to say that he has 
always shewn respect for it, and pre- 
vented, as far as possible, any mischief 
being done to us or ours. The troops 
having once occupied the buildings here, 
have, in the Natives’ estimation, re- 
moved that sacredness which they have 
hitherto supposed to be attached to the 
place. It is now a question how long 
we may be allowed to occupy our 
present position. Hitherto, no injury 
has been done to the Settlement by the 
disaffected Natives:; but we have to 
lament the mischief caused by our own 
troops, notwithstanding the vigilance of 
some of their officers to prevent it. 

From my arrival until the beginning 
of March I was fully occupied with the 
duties of the Station. Since that period 
my time, during the week, has been 
chiefly taken up in visiting the disaf- 
fected, the allies of our Government, and 
the neutral Natives. I trust my endea- 
vors among the neutral. party have pre- 


vented not a: few joining those who-are) 


disaffected. 

Heke has used all his insinuating arts 
to draw them away, telling them that 
their only safety is in joining him, and 
making one determined effort to drive 
the possessors of their soil out of the 
country. Their old native custom, of 
visiting the faults of one on the whole: 
tribe, has tended not a little to lead them 
to expect the:same treatment from the 
British. 

Our School, which was: rapidly’ in- 
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creasing in numbers, and gradually as- 
suming the appearance of an industrial 
establishment, has been well-nigh bro- 
ken up. The remaining few, whom the 
parents have allowed us to keep, we 
have been compelled to remove from 
this scene of excitement and warfare to 
Paihia. 

In taking a retrospective view of the 
sadly-altered state of this District, during 
the last year, we have much cause for 
humility. How ts the gold become dim! 
how is the most fine gold changed! 
Some, who promised well, have now 
apparently joined heart and hand with 
Heke ; the conversation of others is any 
thing but that which becometh the Gospel 
of Christ; and the withering effects of 
war and bloodshed are most apparent 
among all our people. There are, how- 
ever, bright spots here and there in our 
beclouded skies: we know of some who 
are frequent and earnest at a throne of 
mercy for a suspension of the stroke 
which, at this moment, threatens us with 
along and bloody war. For the pre- 
servation of life, and for the general re- 
spect shewn us by those who are ati 
open war with our Government, we 
have great cause to be thankful. It is 
true that the Missionaries’ agency in 
obtaining signatures for the Treaty of 
Waitangi has again and again been 
brought against us; but, notwithstand- 
ing, not a hair has fallen frony the head: 
of any of us. 

May He who has hitherto helped us 
make us stedfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the works of the Lord ! 


Report of Kaikohi, by the Rev. R. Davis. 

From the Ist of January to the 14th 
of March, we remained at Waimate: 
Much of my time was spent in my Dis- 
trict, and in packing goods to remove to: 
Kaikobi. This removal cost the Natives: 
a great deal of hard labor, as they had! 
to carry all on their backs. As there 
was much excitement among the Na- 
tives about the flag-staff, which had been 
cut down by Heke, and re-erected by 
Government, every thing which could 
be done to appease them, in order to: 
avert the impending storm, was done; 
and we sometimes thought the object 
accomplished. But the Lord seeth not 
as man-seeth: we were to be scourged. 
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As our house was nearly ready at Kaiko- 
hi, I assembled the Natives to learn their 
opinion of the solemn aspect of affairs, 
and theirintentions if things should come 
tothe worst. They acknowledged it to 
be their opinion, in the District, that the 
rise of the Natives would be general, and 
that if Heke should fall in the contest 
they should all become Heke’s. They 
recommended Mrs. Davis’s immediate 
removal among them, and assured us 
that, if things should come to the worst, 
they would die with us. As our way 
appeared to be open, we agreed to their 
proposal, endeavoring to rely on an Al- 
mighty arm for protection. 

All things were ready, and the people 
ready to take us to Kaikohi, when Koro- 
rarika fell on the 11th of March. This 
catastrophe caused a little hesitation ; 
but as. Mrs. Davis declared that she was 
willing to remove at all hazards, and we 
heard that the Bishop was in the Bay, 
intending to visit Waimate, we only 
awaited his Lordship’s arrival, which 
took place on the evening of the 12th. 
During the night his Lordship assembled 
the Natives, and, after hearing from them 
their intention to. protect us, committed 
us to their charge. 

On the 14th, while the fires were still 
burning at Kororarika, we left Waimate, 
and safely arrived at this place. Since 
we have been here we have had much 
to distress and harass our minds. Kai- 
kohi has been much exposed during the 
conflict, in consequence of Heke’s Pa 
being in the neighborhood, as parties of 
Natives have often assembled at this Pa 
when going to fight, or returning, and 
the whole of the warfare bas been car- 
ried on within five miles of our house. 
Our Christian party, for the most part, 
has stood firm; but they have been 
much enticed, as some of their friends, 
who had nothing to do with the Korora- 
rika affair, have fallen in battle, and se- 
veral have been wounded. My labors 
have been almost solely confined to this 
place, as [ did not consider it right to 
leave my family. The whole of my 
people of Ohaeawae and’ Maungaturoto 
have been involved in the conflict from 
the beginning, and lately those of Otaua 
also. On our first arrival, my youngest 
daughter, under the superintendence of 
Mrs. Davis, commenced a promising: 
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school. This was continued until the 
danger became too apparent for my 
daughters to remain, and we sent them 
to Kaitaia for safety. 

The failure of the troops in storming 
the Pa at 'Taiamai was a cause of much 
anxiety, as we not only sincerely la- 
mented the fall of so many of our brave 
countrymen, but were fearful of what 
might be the next step of the Natives. 
I have had many wounded men to at- 
tend to, and for a length of time they 
engrossed nearly the whole of my ser- 
vices ; three have died of their wounds, 
and a fourth is likely to die. Heke has 
not been unmindful of us. If we had 
not been here it is probable that this 
would have been made the scene of 
conflict; but he promised it should not 
be so, and up to this time he has: kept 
his word. The Mangakabia people 
have often visited us, and have behaved 
well. 

Upon the whole, in the midst of our 
affliction we have much, very much, to 
be thankful for. The Lord has pre- 
served us from harm in the midst of 
hostilities: not a hair of our heads hag 
been suffered to fall to the ground. We 
trust our coming bere has been under 
the direction of God, for, in addition: to 
keeping the people of the place together, 
many of the scattered sheep have found 
a place in which they could assemble. 
Several of the Mawe people, several of 
the Kiripeka, aud a few from Ohaewae, 
have joined us, and taken up their abode 
with us. This they could not have done 
if this Settlement had not existed; they. 
must have remained with the fighting 
party, with whom both their bodies and 
souls would have been endangered, or 
have fled to the woods far away from 
the Means of Grace.” 


Archdeacon Brown, after enume- 
rating several encouraging facts con- 
cerning the Mission in the Middle Dis- 


trict, remarks :— 

«« The preceding brief facts will show 
that, amidst very many discourage- 
ments, the work in which we are privi- 
leged to engage is yet progressing. The 
baptisms, the communicants, the infant 
schools, are proofs of it. ‘There may be 
cause for anxiety, but not for despon- 
dency ; a struggle, but not a defeat; a 
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storm, but not a shipwreck. Offences 
will come ; they form no new page in 
the history of the Church. The para- 
ble of the Sower will never lose its 
power of illustration. There will still 
be Canaanites in the land ; Galatians 
who did run well, and then became be- 
witched ; Ephesians who have left their 
first love ; Laodiceans who are neither 
cold nor hot ; men strivingto serve God 
and Mammon—wearing the livery of 
Christ, yet doing the works of the devil. 
But these things, if viewed aright, are 
but so many calls to increased exertion 
and prayer: they remind us that we 
walk by faith, not by sight. They send 
us back to those promises which, like 
their great Author, are the same yester- 
day, and to-day, and for ever; and 
which assure us that a period will ar- 
rive, when at the name of Jesus every 
knee shall bow.” 


The following extract from the Mis- 
sionary Register is interesting, as show- 
ing the restraining power of the Gospel 
in adispute between two tribes, respect- 
ing an eel fishery :-— 


“The eel fisheries in this part of the 
island, are of great importance to the 
natives, the eels forming their only 
change of diet during the summer 
months. It appears that two tribes, the 
Ngatihini and the Ngaungau, were at 
issue réspecting their right to a certain 
channel ; and after considerable quar- 
relling, and an ineffectual attempt of 
Mr. Ashwell to reconcile the two par- 
ties, a chief named Tirua, related to 
both tribes, and having also a claim to 
the channel, made his appearance as 
mediator. The Ngaungau and their 
party assembled to the number of 300, 
while the Ngatihini and their friends 
mustered about 200, both sides being 
armed. We give the continuation of 
the account in Mr. Ashwell’s words, 
contained in a letter, dated March 14, 
1845— 

March 12, 1845—I accompanied the 
Ngaungau to Waitutu, the encampment 
of Ngatihini. Before we reached that 
place, the Ngaungau consented to en- 
gage with me in prayer, and pulled their 
canoes to shore. After having com- 
mitted ourselves to His keeping who 
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can ‘ turn from us those evils we most 
righteously have deserved,’ I gave them 
a few words of good advice. On arriv- 
ing at Waitutu, we found Ngatihini 
drawn up ina line, in order to shake 
hands. This ceremony over, the par- 
ties separated, leaving a space of forty 
yards between them, in which Tirua, 
another neutral chief named Kepa, and 
myself, stood. Both parties remained 
silent for some time. At last Tirva 
rose and said, ‘ Let your words be 
good. Don’t be angry. Keep to the 
point.’ I also said, ‘I will motion 
with my hand to the first man who gets 
angry, that he may sit down until his 
anger shall be gone, and his words be- 
come straight again.’ This was con- 
sented to. Neither party seemed in- 
clined to commence. At last Ngatihini 
called to the Ngaungau to commence. 
After a native of each party had spoken, 
Ngatihini, contrary to an engagement 
that there should be three speakers on 
either side, allowed the same native to 
speak again. irua called upon ano- 
ther native to speak. The Negatihini 
remained silent for some time ; where- 
upon William Wesley, the chief of the 
Ngaungau, arose and said, ‘ You ought 
to have kept to your agreement; but as 
you will not speak I will, and we shall” 
go.’ After speaking for about three 
quarters of an hour, he said, ‘ I have 
finished : let us go.” The Ngaungau 
and their party then went to their ca- 
noes, upon which some _ by-standers 
cried, ‘ They are gone for their guns,’ 
which had been left in their canoes. 
This was a false report. A scene of 
confusion now prevailed, in the midst cf 
which achief of Ngatihini struck the 
bell, and cried out, ‘ Let us have pray- 
ers.’ The object of the bell was to pre- 
vent the young men from running to 
their muskets, which was the case with 
afew. Ispoke to them from the words 
Take not Thy Holy Spirit from me,— 
telling them that if the Holy Spirit 
once left them they would be given up 
to all the evils of a deceitful and despe- 
rately wicked heart—and then went to 
the Ngaungau, who had pulled about a 
quarter of a mile distant. [n the even- 
ing both parties assembled together for 
prayers, and again the next morning. I 
also had reading classes with them, and 
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school with the children ; but the mat- 
ter is not settled. 

From the above account it will be 
seen that the Gospel had an influence— 
Ist, in disposing the natives to prayer 
before they met; 2dly, in inducing 
something like courtesy in their conduct 
to each other ; and 3dly, in preventing 
bloodshed in the moment of confusion 
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who are really changed characters ; but 
there are a few. Even the blessing 
which the mere outward profession of 
Christianity, as regards this world, has 
brought to this people. is great ; when 
it is considered that in former times the 
whole population of the river would 
have been involved in war by far less 
provocation.”

ConsTANTINOPLE.—In a notice of the Foreign Department of the Spirit of 
Missions for November, in the Calendar of 7th November, the Editor makes the 
following remark : 

‘‘ We notice one omission, and that is with regard to Constantinople. Why 
is it that no reference is made tothat Mission? Why has it been so neglected in 
this, as well as past numbers of our Missionary periodical? There are many 
members of the Church who feel that Bishop Southgate and his labors ought to 
receive their due share of attention.” 

In reply to these inquiries, we beg leave to assure the Editor of the Calendar, 
that the omission above noted, is not the fault of the Spiritof Missions. Since the 
return of the Missionary Bishop to Constantinople, after his consecration, the 
Foreign Committee have received from him no other communications than those 
of a business character, relating to funds, &c., with tue exception of copies 
of three quarterly circulars of November 1, 1845, and Is! january, and Ist April, 
1846: the publication of which was prohibited by the Bishop. To the second of 
these circulars, was appended the following note, which gives Bishop Southgate’s 
reason for not furnishing to this journal the communications which had been 


desired : 
“ You will see that the above [circular] isa skeleton, like the former. J have 
spent now about six months here without writing much for publication. This is 


no disadvantage, for I needed the time to look about me and see how things were. 
I hope now to begin and write, by every post, to some one of our newspapers, 
chiefly for the Witness. I will also write for the Spirit of Missions, but it seems 
to me that a monthly publication should be the repository of permanently valuable 
documents, rather than of the ‘small talk’ of Missions, which finds a more ap- 
propriate place in newspapers.” 


Since the publication of the November number of this journal, two letters have 
been received from Bishop Southgate, which have given rise to painful appre- 
hensions relative to the health of the Rev. Samuel A. Taylor of that Mission. 
The last of these, dated Constantinople, 16th September, we annex: 

“In my letters of the 7th August and the 4th inst., I referred to the serious 
illness of the Rey. Mr. Taylor, one of the Presbyters connected with this Mission, 
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and expressed the opinion that he might be compelled by it to return to the 
United States. I have now to add that this result has been determined upon 
with my entire approbation. Mr. Taylor was seized with hemorrhage of the 
lungs, in the latter part of July, and was rapidly reduced by it to a state of great 
weakness. The hemorrhage was arrested by the skill of the physician, with 
the blessing of God, after it had continued at intervals three or four days, but the 
cough with which it was accompanied and the general debility remained and 
still remain, though both somewhat less than-at the time of the attack. Some of 
Mr. Taylor’s friends had long noticed what seemed to them a tendency to pulmo- 
nary complaints, and one had several months before expressed an opinion that the 
disease had already begun. Yet the attack of hemorrhage was very sudden, and 
I heard of it (I was then in the country), with much surprise and alarm. The 
physician has been in frequent attendance most of the time since the Ist of August, 
and I have felt it a duty, so far as the Mission was concerned, to leave the ques- 
tion of Mr. Taylor’s remaining with us, entirely to him. Mr. Taylor has con- 
curred in this, and I have now the painful duty of reporting that he (the physi- 
cian,) has, within the last few days, given his opinion decidedly in favor of Mr. 
T.’s return to the United States. My own judgment coincides with this. The 
climate of Constantinople is peculiarly unfavorable to pulmonary disorders, espe- 
cially in the winter. The physician thinks that rest and quiet among his family 
friends are necessary to him, and that with this it is only to be hoped that the 
progress of the disease may be retarded—that it cannot be wholly arrested. He 
will not be able in all human probability to perform any Missionary labor if he 
remains, nor is it probable that such ability will ever return. I have, therefore, 
concurred with Mr. Taylor’s opinion, that his connexion with the Mission should 
be dissolved at the time of his leaving Constantinople, and such will be the fact. 
He intends to leave within a few weeks. 

«In making this report, I am painfully affected by the consideration, that Mr. 
T. has now completed a very excellent preparation in Arabic, for the duties of 
the Mission, and that this preparation is lost to us. He has, however, been en- 
gaged for the last year actively in its duties, and the result of this will not be lost. 
He has comported himself with prudence and discretion in the trying scenes 
through which we have passed ; and his advice has often been of service to me. 
I can only say, the Lord's will be done. The case is a clear one, so far as the 
question of duty is concerned, and beyond that we have noneed for anxiety. The 
Lord will bring out of it results which shall be for His glory ; and to the temporary 
trial involved, we must patiently submit. 

“The case affects considerably the arrangements for the coming year. I shall 
write you upon this subject by the next post, the Lord willing; and, inthe mean- 
time, I would beg the Committee to defer any action based upon this letter, till 
they bear from me again. 1 shall then be able to state definitely the arrange- 
ments which I would propose for the next year. I might do it now, ifMr. Miles 
were not absent for a few days from the city, which prevents me from conferring 
with him till after the departure of this post. As it seems important that the 
Church should understand distinctly the reason of Mr. Taylor’s removal, will you 
have the goodness to give this letter a place in the Spirit of Missions. Mr. Tay- 
lor writes you by this post.’

The Rev. Mr. Taylor’s letter, referred to above, written on the same day, is 
subjoined : 

‘* The object of the present communication is to acquaint you of the determina- 
tion which I have recently formed, to resign my appointment as a member of this 
Mission, and to return to the United States. It will, 1 presume, be deemed a 
sufficient explanation of this course, to mention, that it is adopted in obedience to 
the councils of my medical adviser. Several weeks since, I experienced an at- 
tack of hemorrhage from the lungs, which has left me in a state which renders it 
important for me, in the judgment of the physician, to withdraw entirely for the 
present from labor of every description, and to pass the approaching winter in a 
situation affording better facilities for the recovery of my strength, than can be 
had in Constantinople. By adopting such a course, I am encouraged to antici- 
pate a degree of improvement in the spring, which will allow of the discharge of 
my usual duties ; yet 1 donot, on this account, deem it expedient to regard my 
disconnection from the Mission as otherwise than final. Should duty, indeed, 
at any futute period, seem plainly to require my poor services here, I need not 
say they shall cheerfully be rendered,—an event, however, which seems very 
unlikely to occur. I will only add, that my regret in withdrawing from an un- 
dertaking in which I had expected and hoped to spend my life,—an undertaking, 
of the interest and importance of which I am as fully persuaded as ever, (and 
this, whatever may be its actual results,) is materially diminished by the conside- 
ration, that my own particular department of the work is, in my judgment, of 
considerably less importance and promise than the others; so that the effective 
strength of the Mission could not be impaired less than it is by my departure. J 
pray that the labors of the remaining members may be more abundantly and evi- 
dently blessed than mine have been ; and that, in witnessing the desired results 
of their endeavors, they may find an ample reward.”
